ADJOURNED TILL SATURDAY.

PARIS, Nov. 16—The meeting today 


of the Spanish-American commission- 
ers began at 2:15 p.m., and ended at 3 
p.m. The Spanish commissioners pre- 
sented a long document in answer to 
the American argument which was 
submitted last week. By mutual con- 
sent the memorandum of today wag 
handed to the Americans without being 


read, and the meeting adjourned to 


Saturday next. The Spanish communi- 
cation will be translated this. evening, 
and its contents will be discussed by 
the United Statés commissioners tomor- 
row at the usual daily session.

They insist that the words 
“shall determine the control, disposi- 
tion and government of the Philippines 
in article 3, of the peace protocol, do 
not warrant any reference to Spain's 
withdrawal from the Philippines, ex- 
cept on her own terms, and, therefore, 
the Spaniards propose arbitration on 
the construction to be placed on the 
words “the control, disposition and gov- 
ernment.” 
THE THUNDERER’S OPINION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
LONDON, Nov. 17.—The Times, com- 
menting editorially this morning upon 
the Spanish suggestion of arbitration 
regarding the Philippines, refers to it 
as “obviously futile and absurd.”

LONDON, Noy. 17.—The Madrid 
correspondent of the Standard says: 

“There is considerable disappoint- 
ment in high quarters at the failure of 
the Spanish Peace Commissioners to 
obtain any important concessions, at 
least financial ones, from the United 
States. Sefiors Montero Rios, Garnica 
and Abarzuga are reproached with 
conducting the negotiations too much 
like lawyers and without sufficiently 
attending to the more conciliatory sug- 
gestions of their colleagues on the 
commission. 

In the same strain it is argued 
Sefior Rios would undoubtedly earn 
popularity by declining to sign peace 
on such conditions, and by patrioti- 
cally throwing up ‘this mission. But all 
sensible people share Sagasta’s opinion 
that it would be better to secure peace 
on any terms while protesting against 
ungenerous treatment.

She Took Part in a Performance of 
Christian” at Knicker- 
bocker Theater in New York 
Last Night—Death Came Hetween 
the Acts.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Ethel Mar- 
lowe, a cousin of Julia Marlowe, died 
at the Knickerbocker Theater tonight 
during a performance of The Chris- 
tian,” in which she played the part of 
Polly Love. She was 24 years old. 

Miss Marlowe had arrived early at 
the theater and gave no indication 
that she was other than perfectly well. 
In the third act Miss Marlowe, as Polly 
Love, was an important figure in the 
play. She went through her part with- 
out fault. As she entered the wings 
she met one of the actors. She com- 
mented upon the excellence of his 
make-up, laughed and then seated her- 
Suddenly she 
tottered, and before any one could rush 
to her assistance, she had fallen to 
the floor. It was at first thought that 
she had fainted, and messengers were 
sent flying for restoratives and doc- 
tors 


“Within a few minutes three physi- 
cians arrived, who made every effort 
to revive her, in vain. Later they 
diagnosed the case of heart disease, 
and gave their opinion that Miss Mar- 
lowe was dead when she fell from the 
stool. While all this was happening, 
the act on the stage came to a con- 
clusion. Then, the audience knowing 
nothing of the tragic happening behind 


The audience, in ignorance of it all, 
insisted on a curtain call, and the drop 
went up. The applause continued. 
Viola Allen made a pitying gesture, and 
the stage manager came before the 
curtain once more and said that he 
was about to call for a physician's aid, 
but that it was not now necessary. The 
hidden significance of the speech was 
not understood, but it had the effect of 
causing the audience to disperse. 

Ethel Marlowe came of an old the- 
atrical family. Her father was the late 
Owen Marlowe, who played with excel- 
lent companies, and her mother, under 
the name of Mrs. Owen Marlowe, is a 
member of the James K. Hackett 
Company, playing old women’s parts.

concession. 
“Cragin's interview, which comes 
from New York today,” said Senator 
Morgan to the Times correspondent, 
“contains many misstatements of facts 
and conditions and contains nothing, 
absolutely nothing to which any im- 
portance can be attached.. I know all 
all about his syndicate. He has not 
enough, and stands little chance of 
getting sufficient money to build this 
Mr. Grace, whom 
he is supposed to represent, is not ine 
terested in his concession. Once Mr 
Grace was interested, but Grace’s syn- 
dicate was dissolved last October, and 
I do not believe it will be brought 
together again. 

“Mr. Cragin is possessed of an ad- 
venturous disposition. His talk about 
obtaining capital and building this 
canal is the most presumptous thing 
I ever heard of. He will find it will 
require more than 37 cents to carry 
such an undertaking through.” 

WHAT CRAGIN SAYS. 
ABSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.--E. F. Cragin 
of Chicago, who engineered the pur- 
chase of the concession for the build- 
ing of the Nicaragua Canal in the 
interest of the C. H. Grace syndicate, 
arrived here today on the steamer 
Allegheny from Greytown. He was 
accompanied by Col. Alexander Bacom 
and Mr. Eyre, of the firm of W. R. 
Grace & Co., and a corps of civil en- 
gineers belonging to the corporation. 
Cragin says that the syndicate which 
he represents has now full control of 
the building of the interoceanic canal, 
and that the old grant has been can- 
celled. Mr. Cragin in an interview 
says: 

„We went down there for the purpose 
of ascertaining if the grant held by 
the Maritime (Warner-Miller) Com- 
pany was workable, and discovered 
that it was not. The concession for 
years had practically been cancelled 
by the violation of several articles 
of the agreement. Although the gov- 
ernment held that the concession ran 
until October, 1899, there was no dispo- 
sition on the part of officials to grant 
a renewal of work which had ceased 
nine years ago. Then we arranged 
for a new and independent concession, 
the work on which will be pushed vig- 
orously. This new grant has been 
dated when the Warner Miller conces- 
sion is supposed to end, in 1899. 

“There is a probability, however, 
that the Maritime Company will aban- 
don the work when they understand 
the provisions of the new syndicate’s 
purchase, and this would give us a 
chance to begin work immediately, our 
contract containing a clause which 
‘unless cancelled before that 


“There will be no hitch about the 
new government, owing to the forma- 
tion of the United States of Central 
America. Our agreement with the 
Nicaraguan government was made 
and ratified before the new republic 
came into existence. The constitu- 
tion of the Central American republic 
provides that contracts made by the 
separate States prior to the union 
are final and binding. Costa Rica has 
nothing to say in this matter, and, o- 
ing to these strained relations be- 
tween that country and the State of 
Nicaragua the new company has noth-. 
ing to fear.” | 

Mr. Cragin was asked: “If the pur 
chase of the Nicaraguan steamboats, 
raélroad and national lands by the At- 
las, a British corporation, would not 
interfere in any way with the con- 
cession of the Grace syndicate.” : 

He replied: “The Atlas contract: 
specially states that there shall be 
no interferecne with grants made 
with the government prior or after the

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—The survey of 
the west entrance of the proposed Nic- 
araguan Canal has been finished, and 
the map with soundings plotted, and 
the contours put in. This survey was 
made with great care and shows @ 
peculiar formation of the bottom of 
the Pacific in the vicinity. The rocky 
position near Brito Head shelves sud- 
denly into deep water, making a har- 
bor to the eastward feasible. As the 
eanal line will come out within a mile 
ss two of the Head, a breakwater to 
The eastward will form an enclosure 
into which vessels can round to, before 
entering the harbor proper. The har- 
bor will be dredged on the side of the 
wide mangrove swamps east of the 
Rio Grande, and will run back from 
tho shore line about three thousand 
feet. 

A breakwater on the eastern edge of 
the 600-foot channel will protect the 
entrance from the trade swell that sets 
heavily from the southeast in even 
thie calmest weather. There has been 
geome discussion as to the advisability 
of a sailing vessel coming in upon this 
rocky coast without a longitudinal or 
parallel breakwater running across the 
entrance for some distance to enable 
her to round to without danger of get- 
ting into the surf. This breakwater 
will probably be built. ; 

The breakwater now under discussion 
is the one to the eastward of the chan- 
mel. Of course the harbors at either 
entrance of the canal will be the scene 
of the first operations when the cut 
is commenced. The dredging will be- 
gin at the five-fathom contour at the 
west side, and the cut will be run 
straight, 6000 feet wide, until it turns 


‘to the eastward and opens out to 


. This will run straight in the 
required distance out to a depth of 
thirty feet at mean low watef, the 
borings show little rock in this area 
above this grade; therefore as the sur- 
face is but ten feet on an average 
above sea level, an accurate idea can 
be formed of this work: It will be 
3000 feet long by about/2000 feet wide, 
and the entrance to t canal will be 
mear the eastern inshore end. This 
survey completes the necessary work 
of the commission for this vicinity. 

The survey of the eastern entrance 
at Greytown has been plotted and the 
map finished. The soundings run out 
for a half mile to one and a half miles 
in low water, and show the eight- 
fathom contour. This is sufficient for 
the eastern entrance, and estimates 
can readily and quickly be made for 
any of the proposed projects for deep- 
ening and improving the harbor at this 
spot. The bottom shows an alluvial 
formation composed of sand and mud. 
This material is easily handled with 
the modern steam hydraulic dredge, 
and in New York Harbor the price 
paid by the United States is in the 
neighborhood of 10 cents per cubic 


The harbor lines at Greytown will 
be greatly changed. This is owing 


not only to a slightly changed line, 
~ but to the shifting of the sand de- 


posits about the entrance. In some 
places where there was good water 


at the date of the last survey, the sand | 


appears above the sea now at low 
water. The harbor head lagoon will 
probably not be cut into to any extent, 


as the line will run to the northward. 
Only sufficient cutting will 


be done 

to insure a safe and roomy harbor 

for the vessels awaiting their entrance 
to the canal proper.

MANILA, Noy. 16.—[By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.] Gen. Otis, the commander of the 
American forces, recently proposed to 
Aguinaldo that he release the friar 
and civilians held in captivity through- 
out the provinces. The insurgent lead- 
ers denied the charges of maltreatment, 
and refused to release the prisoners, 
claiming that he civilians had enlisted 
as volunteers, and therefore were legit- 
imate prisoners of war. Aguinaldo also 
denied that women and children were 
detained, but said some women and 
children had voluntarily accompanied 
their husbands or fathers into cap- 
tivity. 

As to the friars, Aguinaldo argues 
that they are prohibited by the Pope 
from accepting parochial appoint- 
ments; that they are only permitted to 
follow monastic lives, and that the 
parishes are entrusted to ministers of 
the independent monastery. But, he 
adds, as the Philippine clericals have 
deliberately and systematically de- 
ceived the Pope, pretending that the 
country was barbarous, unfit for the 
regular ministry and that it was neces- 
sary that the monastic orders should 
administer the parishes, he considered 
it necessary to detain the friars until 
the P is undeceived. 

The Spanish papers here assert that 
a sanguinary mutiny had taken place 
on board the steamship Bernardino, 
and that the native crew massacred 
their Spanish officers. These papers 
also appeal to the United States to 
control the natives. Advices from Iloilo 
say the natives of that city distrust 
A Ido and want American dom- 
ination.

PONCE COUNCIL. 

Persistently Endeavors to Obtain 

«More Power.

SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, Nov. 
16.—[By West Indian Cable.] The City 
Council of Ponce was originally ap- 
pointed by the military authorities. Its 
members have persistently endéavored 
to obtain the powers which it was pro- 
posed to grant under the autonomist 
regime. Such bodies have always. been 
very active in Porto Rica, and have at- 
tempted to control municipal affairs. 
When Gen. Brooke appointed a Mayor 
at Ponce, ignoring the choice of the 
City Council, several members of the 
Council resigned, declaring his act un- 
constitutional despite the fact that the 
law says until general elections have 
been held, mayors and councilmen are 
to be appointed by the ruling authority 
who in this case is Gen. Brooke. 

The Ponce Councilmen raised the 
question at headquarters asserting 
their alleged prerogative, and declaring 
that they had been given ta understand 
by Gen. Wilson and Gen. Henry that 
these privileges of constitutional au- 
tonomy would be accorded and guaran- 
teed. When Gen. Brooke met their 
claim with a negative, they declared 
that Sefior Munoz, president of the 
Council of Secretaries under the auton- 
omous regime, had been betrayed and 
Gen. Brooke had been influenced to de- 
cide against the petition. The best ele- 
ment in the population considers that 
Gen, Brooke has acted wisely, as it 
would be a serious mistake to grant ex- 
cessive autonomist power to the City 
Councils. | 


SPEEDING EVACUATION,

HAVANA, Nov. 16.—A joint session 
of the Evacuation Commissions was 
held today.

Tell the Investigators of Hospitals 
and Illness.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Maj. La 
Garde continued his testimony before 
the War Investigation Committee to- 
day concerning the conduct of the war 
from a medical point of view. He spoke 
first of the yellow-fever. hospital at 
Siboney, which was under his charge 
in a general way. He said, however, 
that his time had been so fully occu- 
pied with other duties that he had not 
visited the institution daily. He was 
.Satisfied, however, that the hospital was 
well conducted, and that the supplies 
on the whole were ample. He did not 
have the complete records before him, 
but he was sure that the mortality jin 
this hospital did hot exceed 8 per cent.

As a consequence the mortality 
among the sick in Cuba was less than 
among those left in the United States. 
Returning to the care of the hospital 
for wounded soldiers, La Garde said 
that between 1300 and 1400 wounded 
men had been treated by the surgeons 
at this institution. There were six op- 
erating tables, and more could have 
been used to advantage. There were 
times when forty or fifty men were 
waiting outside for attention. Of the 
wounded men there were about a dozen 
deaths, or less than 1 per cent. 

There had never before been a war 
when the mortality record was so small. 
This was due largely to the use of 
modern rifles and prompt methods of 
rendering aid on the battlefield to pre- 
vent blood poisoning. He thought ¢ha:c 
under the old conditions, the mortality 
would have been 20 per cent. greater. 
Dr. La Garde expressed the opinion 
that if the soldiers had been fully 
equipped there would have been less 
sickness among them, and he thought 
that much of the trouble was due to 
the fact that the soldiers were com- 
pelled to lie on the ground without 
cover. 

Col. J. W. Jacobs, who was chief 
quartermaster of the Fifth Corps at 
Tampa and in Cuba, testified that Gen. 
Humphrey had been in charge of the 
embarkation of troops at Tampa, and 
that no order specifying what vessels 
they were to occupy was issued. In 
reply to a question from Gov. Beaver, 
he said the embarkation had been a 
haphazard affair, decidedly so.“ He also 
thought that there was a great defi- 
ciency in the provisions for disembark- 
ation, as only two lighters were pro- 
vided, and one of them was lost on the

DISQUIETING REPORTS. 


Fears for the Safety of Spaniards at 
110110. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Reports of 
a somewhat disquieting nature have 
been received from Gen. Otis, in com- 
mand at Manila. He says that the 
province of Iloilo, in the island of 
Panay, which is technically occupied 
by the Spaniards, was surrounded by 
the insurgents, and that fears are en- 
tertained that the Spanish’ population 
and garrison will be massacred. The 
capital of the province is 355 miles from 
Manila, but this and the other islands, 
with the exception of Manila and its 
adjacent country, is not under control 
of the Americans. 

Heretofore the United States officers 
have tried to prevent disturbances be- 
tween the insurgents and the Spaniards 
through good offices and counsel. The 
indications are, however, that the pres- 
ent situation in Iloilo cannot be con- 
trolled by the United States army at 
Manila or the insurgent leaders there, 
and if serious consequences are averted 
some other method will have to be 
adopted. The troops under Gen. Ctis 
are not available for any such duty, 
and under the terms of the protocol, 
pending peace negotiations, it is not 
desirable to send a force from the 
army to the island of Panay. 

There is no intention at present of 
sending the additional troops to 
Gen. Otis, but the situation is such 
as to strengthen the determination of 
the administration not to reduce the 
available force under his command.

[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.) 


HONGKONG, Nov. 16.—{By Asiatic 
Cable.] Following is the full text of 
the document drawn up by the 50- 
called Philippine Junta, whose mem- 
bers claim to represent Aguinaldo, the 
insurgent leader, and the government 
which he claims to have established. 
It is impossible to ascertain how far 
this junta represents Aguinaldo and 
his followers; and what they call “an 
appeal to President McKinley and the 
American people’ is more in the na- 
ture of arraignment of American of- 
ficials at Manila and criticism, from 
a Filipino point of view, of their do- 
ings. It is needless to add that many 
of the statements made are not in 
accordance with the facts in the case. 
The Filipinos write: 

“We, the Hongkong representatives 
of our countrymen, appealing to the 
great and. good judgment of the Pres- 
ident, and the spirit of fairness and 
justice of the American people as al- 
ways shown in their regard for the 
petitions of the weak and oppressed. 
While the fate of the islands is still 
undecided and we are doing all in our 
power to prevent a conflict between 
the Americans and Filipinos—waiting 

atiently for the conclusion of the 
Paris conference—we implore the inter- 
vention of the President, supported by 
the will of the people, to end this 
slight shown our leaders, officials and 
soldiers, by some of the American mili- 
(tary and naval authorities and sol- 
diers. 

“We do not wish to. do Admiral 
Dewey or Gen. Otis wrong, but we 
presume that reports under press cen- 
sorship will be, as they have been, 
sent broadcast, alleging that all the 
mistakes are ours, and the Americans 
are treating us most kindly. But we 
must tell the truth for the best in- 
terests of both parties, depending upon 
the American President and people to 
see that justice is done to our lead- 
ers, Aguinaldo, especially, having full 
confidence in ultimately receiving jus- 
tice from America. What have we 
done that we should experience un- 
friendly treatment? Are the Amer- 
icans our friends? The tension be- 
comes. greater daily, and any moment 
a shot may be fired by an irrespon- 
sible American or Filipino soldier. 
And the flame thus started can oly. 


be quenched with blood, dear to us 


both. We beseech the American Pres- 
ident and people to help us to con- 
trol our own people, by directing the 
officials at Manila to temper their ac- 
tions with friendship, justice and fair- 
ness. 


We suggest that Admiral Dewey 
and Gen. Otis and Gen. Merritt in 
Paris, be asked: First, if from the 
commencement of hostilities to the 
present time have not Aguinaldo and 
the Filipinos under him acceded to 
every request of the American officials? 
Second,: when.’ Manila was captured, 
although the Filipinos had driven the 
Spaniards into Manila, completely in- 
vesting the city and occupying some of 
the roads.commanding in part the ap- 
proaches to Manila, in advance of the 
Americans, were the Filipinos not en- 
tirely ignored 
of the intention to attack, or of the 
time or part they were ern to 
play, even if such was to stand aside? 
Third, when the Filipinos, seeing the 
intention to attack, went to the as- 
sistance of the Americans, were they 
not stopped by an armed body and 
faced about, instead of being informed 
by friendly, peaceful request that they. 
‘were not wanted? This unexpected 
action placed the Americans between 
two fires, Spanish and Filipinos, if 
shots had been exchanged in the ex- 
citement of the moment. Did not then 
the Filipinos restrain themselves and 
obey the Americans, although deprived 


tion in the final triumph, after fight- 
ing all the way to the very walls and 
bearing the brunt of threee months’ 
campaign?’ 

Fourth—After remaining a month 


on the outskirts of the city where we 


been stopped, we were ordered 
away. Did we not cheerfully obey, al- 
though having no assurance that the. 
Americans would not give back the 
Manila posts, vacated, to the Spanish? 
When located for months still further 
out, we were ordered even beyond the 
suburbs of the city, where no quarters 
or shelter existed for troops, and where 
supplies were difficult to obtain, did 
not we obey? Fifth, can the cruel al- 
legations that we would murder, loot, 
steal and commit incendiarism, if given 
a free hand, be supported when we con- 
ducted a campaign throughout Luzon, 
capturing all the important points out- 
side of Manila, and taking and treating 
‘humanely a thousand Spanish prisoners 
without being guilty of such acts, be- 
yond what accompanies any military 
campaign as the work of irresponsible 
camp followers? Sixth, we beg that 
the American officials be asked also if 
all the Americans visiting the Filipinos 
headquarters at Malalos traveling in 
the interior, visiting the camps and 
lines or seeking favors of our officials, 
were not uniformly, politely treated? 

“In a friendly manner, we invite the 
consideration of other points. Ground- 
less and harmful rumors are being 
constantly circulated by Spanish sym- 
pathizers and malcontents which are 
often believed without investigation. 
Our protests are not heard. All our 
launches were seized because of fool- 
ish rumors that we would attack the 
Americans. We asked for an explana- 
tion in seeking their recovery, and we 
have not even been given an answer. 
Our enemies were delighted, thus en 
couraging further rumors. , 

“Should not some logical reason, 
other than mere report, be given for 
suddenly seizing our property in Ma- 
nila? The Spaniards, the late enemies 
of the Americans. are shown every con- 
sideration and the Filipinos, friends 
and allies, are often treated as ene- 
mies. Does this satisfy American ideas 
of justice? The Filipino people cannot 
understand it, though their leaders tell 
them not to protest, and that all will 
end well. We are asked by the Ameri- 
cans to restrain our people and avoid 
any outbreak, pending the decision of 
the Peace Commission, This we gladly 
do. But, we beg that similar instruc- 
tions be given to the Americans by the 
Washington government. 

“From the beginning of our relations, 
when Aguinaldo was urged in Singa- 
pore and Hongkong to return to Cavite 
and assist the Americans until Manila 
fell. we acted under the advice and 
with the knowledge of the American 
officials. During that time we con- 
quered all of Luzon outside of Maniia 
and were formally recognized 
and encouraged by the Amer- 
icans. When Manila was cap- 
tured their chief end was attained, and 
we were no longer recognized and were 
beer treated as untrustworthy. Is this 

ust? 

“We can only attribute this sudden 
change from friendly encouragement 
and coiperation to an order from 
Washington to the officials at Manila, 
to avoid compromising the American 
government by any recognition of the 
Filipinos or their government. They 
have endeavored to carry out these in- 
struction literally, believing it the 
proper course to ignore the Filipinos 
entirely, losing sight of their former 
tance, 
and of the assurances the American of- 


ficlals made to our leader, Aguinaldo,

In concluding our humbled, but ear- 
nest appeal to the President and the

existing at Manila, and not against the 
American government or people to ac- 
knowledge our gratitude to the Ameri- 
can arms for destroying Spanish power 
in the Philippines, and permitting the 
return of Aguinaldo, and to express 
the hope that America will stand by 
her determination not to return the isl- 
ands to Spain. We await the arbitra- 
ment of the Peace Commission, for 
whose good judgment we have profound 
respect, with even greater interest than 
the Americans, because it concerns our 
native land, our happiness, our freedom 
and our homes. In the meantime we 
pray for peace and a perfect undcr- 
standing with the Americans.” 
MERRITT CALLS EM “CHILDREN.” 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
LONDON, Nov. 16.—Gen. Wesley 
Merritt, U.S.A., who is still in this 
city, has read with a great deal of in- 
terest the long letter of complaint 
against American officials in the Phil- 
ippine Islands, addressed by the so- 


called Filipino junta of Hongkong to 


President McKinley and to the people. 
Discussing the Filipinos, the American 
general refers to them as “children,” 
and says it would be impossible to es- 
tablish American government in the 
islands. He adds that they must have 
some form of colonial government, 
similar to the British colonial govern- 
ments. 

Regarding the complaints of the Fili- 
pinos, the general said: “It was im- 
possible to recognize the insurgents, 
and I made it a point not to do so, 
as I knew it would lead to complica- 
tions. Admiral Dewey, after my ar- 
rival, pursued the same course. What 
was done before is not for me to com- 
ment on. I, purposely, did not recog- 
nize Aguinaldo or his troops, nor did 
I use them in any way. Aguinaldo 
did not ask to see me until ten days 
after my arrival. After that I was too 
much occupied to see him. In talking 
with leading Filipinos, I told them the 
United States 
make, but that they might be assured 
that the government and people of the 
United States would treat them fairly. 
This was because the United States is 
in the habit of dealing fairly with all 
struggling peoples, and not because I 
had been authorized to say anything 
of the kind. 

We purposely did not give the in- 
surgents notice of our attack on Ma- 
nila, because we did not need their co- 
operation and did not purpose to have 
it. We were moved by fear that they 
might loot and plunder and possibly 
murder. Aguinaldo’s subordinate lead- 
ers, in conversing with American. offi- 
cers, frequently said they intended to 
cut the throats of all the-Spaniards in 
Manila.

gents had been denied ‘their share of 
the loet,’ whatever he may have meant 
by that. I took no notice of this letter. 
nor do I think the subject now raised 
is a matter of discussion between 
Aguinaldo and any representative of 
the American government.”

JAPAN INTERESTED. 


Prefer to See the United States Keep 
the Islands, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


OMAHA, Nov. 16.—J. Komura, the 
new Japanese Minister, went through 
Omaha this evening en route to Wash- 
ington. He was interviewed on the 
train by an Associated Press represen- 
tative. -He was especially interested in 
the progress being made by the Paris 
Peace Commission, and was well 
pleased to know that the expected rup- 
ture had not taken place: 4 

“Japan has always been the sup- 
porter of the United States in the war 
with Spain,“ said Komura, and it is 
now in thorough sympathy with the 
United States in the demand for the 
Philippines. As a matter of fact, it 
will not affect Japan seriously to have 
any country in control of the islands, 
so long as the ports are kept open. 
There are very few Japanese residing 
in the islands, there being but about 
sixty merchants doing business there. 

“From a commercial point of view, 
Japan is vitally interested in the isl- 
ands. Ev year its trade with the 
Philippines has increased until now 
it has become of very respectable pro- 
pertions. Naturally my government is 
interested in seeing that this trade 
shall continue, and as it firmly be- 
lieves the ports of the islands will 
‘be freely opened to Japanese ships if 
the United States governs the isl- 
ands, it would rather see Ameri 
control than any other nation.”’ 


Demand for Temple. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—At the in- 
| Stance of the Governor of Arizona, the 

State Department today instructed 
United States Minister Clayton of the 
Citv of Mexico to demand the surren- 
der. under extradition proceedings, of 
Temple, the American raiiroad con- 
ductor, who is-held under arrest by 
the Mexicans near Nogales, on the 
charge of killing a Mexican in the 
United States. If the Mexican govern- 
ment concedes the justice of this de- 
mand. which is not doubted, Temple 
will be tried in the United States, and 
once more the principle of extra-terri- 
torial jurisdiction claimed by Mexico 
will have escaped a test issue, al- 
though our government is on record 
as having by its demand for Temple's 
release, repudiated that principle. 


Murder in a Corn-crib. 

COFFEYVILLD (Kan.,) Nov. 16.— 
Two tough negroes living in the terri- 
tory have been arrested charged with 
the murder. of Nathan Sheffield, a 
wealthy stockman, whose body was 
found on the railroad track south of 
Coffeyville Monday. One of the prison- 
ers confessed, implicating several 
others., He says that Sheffield was 
murdered in a corn eb, and the body 
hauled to the point where it was 
found.

Atty.-Gen. Griggs Admits That, but 


Insists No Definite Offer With 
Check Ac paniment Has 
Been Made—Says the Govern- 


ment Can Foreclose Any Time it 
‘Sees Fit.

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Atty.-Gen. Griggs admits 
that several propositions have been 
submitted concerning the Central Pa- 
cific indebtedness. He also states the 
government under the act of 1897 can 
foreclos® at any time it sees fit. While 
several propositions have. been made 
looking toward a settlement, the Attor- 
ney-General states as yet no definite 
offer has been submitted. Speyer & 
Co. of New York, representing foreign 
bondholders, and the Morehead Com- 
mittee, a committee representing Eng- 
lish interests have, he says, submitted 
suggestions, but no reply has been 
made by the government. 

“It would not be fair to these several 
interests for me to disclose what each 
suggesetd as a basis of settlement,” 
said Mr. Griggs, as it would be be- 
traying secrets.” Whether these sug- 
gestions were genuine or speculative is 
not for me to judge, but you can say 
that no conclusive proposition accom- 


has been.made, When one is made a 
commission authorized by Congess will 
consider it. The act of July 7, 1897, 
gives the government authority to be- 
gin foreclosure proceedings when it 
sees fit, but it has not yet taken any 
such action. It will act reasonably, and 
its every move will be dominated by 
its desire to conserve the government’s 


interest in the railroad property.” 


PEURILE HAIR-SPLITTING. 

Naturally the international interests 
center this morning on the peace nego- 
tiations at Paris. Had the Spanish an- 
swer yesterday ended with a refusal to 
consider the American demand for the 
cession of the Philippines, it would 
have brought a response, as the Span- 
iards themselves well knew, in the 
shape of a peremptory notice that ne- 
gotiations would be discontinued unless 
the American terms were accepted 
in the entirety at the next meeting. The 
‘first American impression is that the 
Spanish offer to arbitrate is designed 
merely to delay and embarrass the 
opponents. If Spain had proposed sim- 
ply to submit the disputed words of the 
protocol, the control, disposition and 
government,” to any eminent jurist for 
him to give prompt decision as to 
whether the sovereignty is therein in- 
volved, there would probably be little 
American opposition to such reference. 

The arbitrator of such dispute, which 
involves nothing save the meaning of 
the words of the English language, 
should almost necessarily be an Eng- 
Ushman, and the Americans, if it came 
to a selection, would suggest such a 
man as the Lord Chancellor of Eng- 
land or Chief Justice Russell. The 
Spaniards would certainly object to 
either of these, and would urge the 
selection of a continental jurist, with 
the obvious advantage that any, ex- 
cept an expert linguist, might decide 
that the English word control.“ for in- 
is equivalent to the French 
word ‘“controle,’’ whereas the latter 
has a much milder significance, and 
might mean more than to have an in- 
terest in. 

The Spaniards expect a rejection of 
their offer, and hope thereby to 
strengthen the case which they propose 
to prepare. American ccmmissioners 
are heartily tired of all this hairsplit- 
ting over the signification of words in 
the preliminary correspondence, dis- 
cussion of which does not touch the 
merits of the terms which America of- 
fers toa her vanquished opponent. 

DEADLOCK ENDED. 

The deadlock between the American 
and Spanish evacuation commissioners 
ended in Havana today. Gen. Parrado 
informed the Americans that the Span- 
jards had agreed to the American de- 
mands, and that Cuba will be cleared 
cf Spanish troops by January 1. The 
Madrid government telegraphed its ac- 
quiescence in this matter Tuesday 
night. Although the American com- 


mission has won a diplomatic triumph, 


yet credit is due from the Spanish to 
Gen. Parrada for he has practically won 
for them the right to occupy the island. 
a month longer than was intended by 
the Americans in their original demand. 
Gen. Parrado also said that Japuary 1 
or before that date, Havana and all 
other towns would be surrendered to 
the Americans, and that the whole city 
of Havana would be turned over to 
them before the first of the year. : 
It was further agreed that all arms, 
save those in position, shall be re- 
turned to Spain. There yet remains 
to be settled the right of Spain to sell 
the bronze cannon, and to have pay for 
the public buildings within the island. 
It is expeced the first United States 
troops will reach Havana by November 
25. Col. Hecker now believes the 
weather sufficiently settled to have the 
troops sent forward. : 
BURIED ARMS STORY. 


Spanish circles, that the Cubans at 
Marianao, in Piner del Rio, and at 
other camps are burying arms and am- 
munition for the purpose of providing 
for possible differences with Ameri- 
cans. It is stated these arms are be- 
ing stored in secret hiding places until 
a definite declaration of the policy is 
made by the American government. 
The Cubans strongly deny the truth 
of these rumors, and of course they 
cannot be confirfimed, but as the re- 
ports are numerous and are ¢widely cir- 
culated they are given for what they 
are worth.

HONOLULU NEWS. 


Typhoid and Smallpox—Gen. King is 
Very III. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


HONOLULU, Nov. 9.—[Wired from 

San Francisco, Nov. 16.] The transports 
Ohio and Indiana arrived in port early 
on the 5th inst. The Zelandia arrived 
on the 7th inst., with the Tennessee 
Regiment. The transport Indiana 
brought a woman stowaway. She is 
Sadie White, and she came on board in 
a soldier’s uniform, and was not dis- 
covered until the third day out. Then 
she was put in a stateroom and a 
guard placed over her. She was put 
ashore here. She claims to have a 
sweetheart on the Bennington. She 
was assisted in smuggling aboard by 
Private P. J. Moore of Co. E. He was 
given twenty days in the guardhouse 
and fined $10. The transport Ohio left 
for Manila on the 7th, the Indiana fol- 
lowed her this morning. The Zealan- 
dia wil sail on the lith inst. Typhoid 
fever has broken out on the Arizona 
just as she was ready to sail for Ma- 
nila. The promptness with which ty- 
/photd has developed aboard causes 
the very gravest apprehension among 
the thousand men about to start ona 
twenty days’ voyage through tropical 
seas. Gen. King is himself a very 
sick mah. He is confined to his state- 
room. He has had fever, and while 
his condition is not considered serious, 
he is suffering a great deal. The Ari- 
zona will be held here until health con- 
ditions are better. 
There are today nearly five hundred 
patients under treatment at the vari- 
ous United States hospital camps. 
About two hundred New Yorkers are 
on the sick report. Still conditions are 
improving. About 20 per cent. of the 
men of Camp Otis has been on sick re- 
port at a time. One Nebraska com- 
pany leaves behind it here in the hos- 
pital twenty-three of its best men. This 
is out of a contingent of 106. Other 
companies are in the same deplorable 
condition. 

Private McKuren, Co. M. First New 
York, died on the 3d inst. of typhoid. 
He was born in Kingston, N. Y., and 
was in his twenty-fifth year. Thomas 
F. Lenson, Co. A, of the First New 
York, died at the military hospital on 
the 4th inst. of typhoid fever. He was 
a native of West Stockbridge, Mass. 


Co. E, First New York, died on the 
7th. His remains will be shipped east 
The appearance of a case of small- 
pox on quarantine island causes no 
alarm in town. The Board of Health 
has a thorough command of the situa- 
tion. Dr. Day is treating the patient, 
and is also directing a strict quarantine 
to prevent the spread of the disease 
to other patients or to the town. The 
case in quarantine is that of a Japan- 
| ese, who contracted the disease from 
the man put ashore at Yokohama. 
THE SOLDIER VOTE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 16.—The 
Twentieth Kansas soldiers had an op- 
portunity to vote here before the 
Indiana sailed for Manila. The sol- 
diers voted as follows for the prin- 
cipal State offices: 

For Governor, W. E. Stanley (Rep.) 
352; John H. Leedy (Fus.,) 114; for As- 
sociate Justice; William R. Smith, 359; 
S. H. Allen, 114. The vote on the rest 
of the ticket ran about the same. All 
the Republican candidates for Con- 
gress with the exception of Reeder 
received a majority. The count had 
not been finished when the Indiana 
sailed, and the result will have to be 
cabled from Manila. Van Wyck is 
believed to have received a good ma- 
jority of the votes cast by the New 
York soldiers yesterday. Each voter 
sealed his own ballot. They will all 
be sent to the Secretary of State of 
New Vork to be opened by him and 
sent to the various counties to be 
counted with the local vote. For this 
reason the votes were not counted here, 
and results are only estimated. 

There were in all about 530 votes 
cast. Of these it is estimated that 
Roosevelt got 200 and Van Wyck 330. 
Roosevelt’s remarks about the volun- 
teers lost him a great many votes 
among the soldiers. Only about 45 
per cent. of the soldiers voted. In 
fact, there was comparatively little 
interest shown in the election.

Uncle Sam Preparing 
Emergency.

been remarkable activity about the 
War Department for several days in the 
way of preparing troops for service in 
lands beyond the United State. An or- 
der has been issued directing at least 
ten regiments of the regular army, now 
stationed in northwestern forts and 
posts to hold themselves in readiness 
for immediate transportation and serv- 
ice in tropical climates. Most of the 
regiments were sent into the northern 
and western points a few weeks ago for 
recuperation after their Cuban cam- 
paign. While holding the lves in 
readiness for service, th ents 
will be recruited to their full strength. 

Nothing is said officially as to what 
the present activity means, but there 
are several reasons suggested. It is be- 
lieved that an early movement to Cuba 
is intended, somewhat sooner than has 
beem generally believed heretofore. An- 
other belief entertaihed is that the 
United States government desires to 
be in a position to meet any conditions 
that may grow out of the pending 
peace negotiations, and to be in readi- 
ness to resume hostilities if Spain re- 
fuses to accent the s the Ameri- 
can Peace Commissi rs offer. 

In this connection intimation has got 
about that, during the delay which has 
occurred, Spain has beem able to form 
some sort of a coalition with Euro- 
pean powers to back up the pretensions 
she has been making in the negotia- 
tions. 

Another reason given for the proposed 
movement of the regulars to Cuba is 
that they are to replace the regiments 
which have given some trouble, and 
have created disturbances, the last row 
beigg reported from Gen. Wood's com- 
mand in Santiago province. It may be 
that some of the regulars are destined 
to replace the volunteers who have 
been pleading to be sent home. 

An interesting feature of the matter

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 16.—The re- 
dort of Adjt.-Gen. Barrett for the 
neriod from June, 1896, to September 1, 
1898, has been presented to Gov. Budd. 
It is recommended that hereafter only 
the regular equipments, such as are 
adopted by the United States army, 
be furnished guardsmen. The reor- 
ganization of the guard to the same 
strength as before the war is recom- 
mended. 

The report also favors the passage 
of an act by the Legislature granting

Both complained of Nevills having 
abused them, and said they would 
make him pay for it.

testimony. 

The first exciting testimony came 
from Thomas Dolan, who was formerly 
in Nevill’s employ as a teamster at 
Fresno. Dolan declared that Azhderian, 
one of the defendants, offered him $15,- 
000 to kill Nevills. He refused to under- 
take the task, and then fled from Fres- 
no, for fear that Azhderian would at-

The star witness of the day was Nev- 
Ils, who related the circumstances un- 
der which he paid the Williams wo- 
man $2000. He was induced, he said,

WINE MERCHANTS’ BUSINESS. 


Corporation Has Made Money and 
Has Wine on Hand. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 16.—The 
stockholders of the California Wine- 
makers’ Corporation held their an- 
nual session today in the rooms of 
the Chamber of Commerce. All the 
session was devoted to an informal 
discussion and requests for informa- 
tion, as well as criticism of the action 
of the directors. The question of the 
continuance of the organization will be 
considered tomorrow. 

Tae five years for which the present 

combination was formed expires next 
year. There has been some dissatisfac- 
tion among a number of stockholders. 
The cause of the dissatisfaction is 
that the results were nut up to expec-. 
tations. They did not receive fot the 
96 wine as much as those operators 
who are not members of the corpo- 
ration. 

There were 200 stockholders present 
and 750 shares out of a total of 1100 
were represented. President Henry J. 
Crocker called the meeting to order 
and submitted his annual report. In 
it he spoke of the good results ac- 
complished by the corporation in seek- 
ing the markets of the world. Before 
the new vintage is cut, all debts will 
be paid, there will be a cash deposit 
in bank to meet the payment of a 
judgment of $100,000 to the California 
Wine Association, if it be affirmed, 
and a good balance on hand for distri- 
bution to the members. Under the 
present management the corporation 
has paid an annual dividend of 5 per 
cent. on the par value of the stock. 
Mr. Crocker made a plea for the con- 
tinuance of the codperative plan, the 
results of which warrant such a course 
as long-as the producers, in acting to- 
gether, protect their own interests and 
their financial supporters. 

The report of Secretary Hotchkiss 
stated that the outlook for the wine- 
makers is promising, and the market 
will not be forced. It has on hand 
7,000,000 gallons of good wine for 1898.

for any other debt or demand; but if 
he issues his receipt so that it will be 
good in the hands of another person 
to draw upon his deposit for the 
amount of it, then it loges the char- 
— of a receipt and becomes a 
check or draft, and is subject to tax. 


Contributed Toa Much Tax. 


SAIN FRANCISCO, Nov. 16.—An in- 
teresting and important decision has 
been rendered by the Attorney-General 
of the United States in reference to the 
war tax and affecting building and 
loan associations everywhere. The de- 
cision declares that all those associa- 
tions in this city which have been pay- 
ing taxes on their loans, releases and 
deeds have been contributing unnec- 
essarily to the war debt. Under the 
Attorney-General’s decision the only 
tax required to be paid by the associa- 
tions is on checks and drafts. 


Col, Chalmers Scott Dead. 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 16.—Col. Chalmers 


Scott, a prominent civil engineer, resi- 
dent of this city since 1870, died this 
morning, aged 53. He was a leader in 
Democratic politics, and was deputy 
State Treasuer for four years. In 1883 
he was sent to Guatemala as chief en- 
gineer of the Central American Pacific 
Railway, and completed the survey, 
returning here three years later. He 
was colonel on the staff of Gov. Irwin 
in 1875, and married into the well- 
known family of Col. Cave J. Couts of 
this county.

PARIS, Nov. 16.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The commissary of police today 
notified M. Frances de Prossense, the 
well-known writer, political economist 
and Dreyfus agitator, of his formal ex- 
pulsion from the Legion of Honor. 
This is a sequel to M. de Prossense’s 
denunciation of certain officers for 
their treatment of Dreyfus- 

M. Francis de Prossense is the son of 
the famous French Protestant pastor 
and writer of the same name, who died 
in 1891. He was born in Paris in 1853, 
entered the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
in 1879, was appointed secretary of the 
French Embassy at Constantinople in 
February, 1880, and in April of the 
same year he was appointed secretary 
of the French Legation at Washington. 
Shortly afterward he left the diplo- 
matic. service. He was at one time a 
contributor to the Temps of Paris, and 
is the author of “Ireland and England 
From the Active Union Down to Our 
Days.” 

JOEY’S TALK DISQUIETING.

‘PARIS, Nov. 16.—The speech of Jo- 
seph Chamberlain at Manchester yes- 
terday has had a disquieting effect 
upon Frerich official circles, where it 
had been expected that the evacua- 
tion of Fashoda-would satisfy Great 
Britain.

“Experience has taught us that we 
require a better guarantee than a 
paper agreement to secure the policy 
of an ‘open door.’ The best security, 
in my opinion, is the desire of other 
nations, like Japan, Germany and the 
United States, to preserve an ‘open 
door.’ Japan is becoming an impor- 
tant power, with whom our relations 
throughout have been those of cordial 
friendship, while with Germany and 


the United States our relations, I re- 


joice to say, are now closer and more 
828 than they have been for some 
me. 
Germany and the United States are 
the two great commercial nations 
whose interests are identical with 
ours. In hat I have said, I have not 
meant a permanent, formal treaty of 
alliance, nor need I say this now, but 
that a speech of mine some months 
azo gave rise to misinterpretdtions. 
Those persons are very premature, 
very much mistaken, who think that 
Great Britain is in need of an alliance 
for her own security, or in order that. 
other powers may pull chestnuts out. 
of the fire.” 
This was received with loud and 
prolonged cheering which greeted 
every reference to the United States. In 
an eloquent peroration, Chamberlain 
developed this theme, declaring that if 
England ever needed an alliance, she 
would give as much as she received, 
but that she would never need more 
aid, in his opinion, than would cheer- 
fully be afforded by her own chil- 
dren. Hhe scorned the idea that En- 
gland should fear German competi- 
tion. as he believed, he said, that 
Anglo-Saxon codperation and influence 
would prove érresistible, and that there 
was no reason why, even without an 
alliance.

“T rejoice,” he said, in conciusion, 
“at the change that has occurred 
the relations between Great Britain.

I know 
a hundred reasons why we should be 
friends, none why we should be other- 
wise, and I believe that has been the 
true feeling of this country tuward the 
United States for many years.

THEY THREATENED NEVILLS. 


Two Women Said They Would Make 
the Captain Pay. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISOO, Nov. 16.—The 
trial of Elsie Wiliams, Grace Loose 
trial of Elsie Azhderian was resumed 
today before Judge Carroll Cook and 
a jurv. Fresh evidence was taken re- 
garding the alleged conspiracy by 
which the accused are said to have 
extorted money from Capt. William 
A. Nevills. 

Dr. Winslow Anderson testified that 
he professionally attended Capt. 
Nevills in this city at the beginning of 
the present year. On one occasion he 
saw Capt. Nevills draw a check in 
favor of Mrs. Elsie Williams. 

Charles A. K. Smith, proprietor of 
the Jimtown store, said he talked to 
Myron Azhderian at Jimtown. Azder- 
ian was telling of abuse he had re- 
‘ceived at the hands of Capt. Nevills. 
He said:. Well, I can stand it, for 
I'n make old Nevills pay for it.” 

George W. Taft, a resident of Fresno, 
said he had talked with Elsie Williams 
and Grace Loose concerning Nevills. 
Both complained of Nevills having 
abused them, and said they would 
make him pay for it. Mrs. Taft, wife 
of the last witness, corroborated his 
testimony. 

The first exciting testimony came 
from Thomas Dolan, who was formerly 
in Nevill’s employ as a teamster at 
Fresno. Dolan declared that Azhderian, 
one of the defendants, offered him $15,- 
000 to kill Nevills. He refused to under- 
take the task, and then fled from Fres- 
no, for fear that Azhderian would at- 


tempt his life. 


The star witness of the day was Nev- 
AIs. who related the circumstances un- 


man $2000. He was induced, he said, 
through blackmail, to which all three 
of the defendants were party. He very 
clearly disliked his position, but for 
all that was frank in the story of his 
disastrous relations with Elsie Wil- 
liams. It was some five years ago that 
he formed her acquaintance. She was 
then employed as a typewriter in the 
Palace tel, and he at times. called 
upon her to assist in his correspond- 
ence, 
Capt. Nevills told further how ac- 
quaintance ripened into intimacy. At 
the time he first met the young woman 
she lived on Golden Gate avenue. She 
shortly afterward removed to other 


jury was also told of the relations of 
‘the couple at Fresno, to which Nevills 
took the fair Elsie as bookkeeper. She 
fell in with Grace Loose and Azhderian 
and his troubles commenced. They 
threatened him with exposure, damage 
suits and the like, and, fearful of no- 
toriety, he parted with the $2000 check 
“which forms the basis of the present 
prosecution. Demands were made for 
more money, accompanied by additional 
threats. Then it was that he called a 
halt and caused the arrest of the 
trio of alleged schemers he now de- 
sires to have sent to San Quentin.

Pointed questions called forth 
objections. Baker at once offered to 
prove that Nevills had parted with 
the $2000 willingly in settlement ag a 
threatened suit for betrayal. He also 
agreed to prove a promise by Nevills 
to divorce his wife and marry Mrs. 
Williams, accompanied by a declaration 
from the witness that if he failed to 
secure a divorce he would right in an- 
other way any wrong he might have 
done the young woman, At this jeanc- 
ture the cross-examinaion was inter- 
rupted by an adjournment. It will he 
resumed tomorrow.

Thé Political Economist Ostracised 
Because of His Agitation in 
Dreyfus’s Behalf—Is Known in 
This Country. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


PARIS, Nov. 16—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The commissary of police today 
notified M. Frances de Prossense, the 
well-known writer, political economist 
and Dreyfus agitator, of his formal ex- 
pulsion from the Legion of Honor. 
This is a sequel to M. de Prossense’s 
denunciation of certain officers for 
their treatment of Dreyfus- 

M. Francis de Prossense is the son of 
the famous French Protestant pastor 
and writer of the same name, who died 
in 1891. He was born in Paris in 1853, 
entered the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
in 1879, was appointed secretary of the 
French Embassy at Constantinople in 
February, 1880, and in April of the 
same year he was appointed secretary 
of the French Legation at Washington. 
Shortly afterward he left the diplo- 
matic service. He was at one time a 
contributor to the Temps of Paris, and 
is the author of Ireland and England 
From the Active Union Down to Our 
Days.” 

JOEY’S TALK DISQUIETING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

PARIS, Nov. 16.—The speech of Jo- 
seph Chamberlain at Manchester yes- 
terday has had a disquieting effect 
upon French official circles, where it 
had been expected that the evacua- 
tion of Fashoda would satisfy Great 
Britain. Chamberlain’s statements are 
regarded here as indicating Great 
Britain’s desire to discuss and settle 
all pending questions while she is 
in a state of preparation to exercise her 
power.

LONDON, Nov. 16.~[By Atlantio 
Cable.] At a banquet tonight in his 
honor at the Conservative Club, 
Joseph Chamberlain wWarmly defended 
the government’s Chinese policy, con- 
tending that Great Britain “had good 
reason to be satisfied with the results 
of British government as 
with other powers.“ Regarding the 
contention that Great Britain ought 
an agreement with Russia, he 
said: 
“Experience has taught us that we 
reauire a better guarantee than a 
paper agreement to secure the policy 
of an ‘open door.’ The best security, 
in my opinion, is the desire of other 
nations, like Japan, Germany and the 
United States, to preserve an ‘open 
door.’ Japan is. becoming an impor- 
tant power, with whom our relations 
throughout have been those of cordial 
friendship, while with Germany and 
the United States our relations, I re- 
joice to say, are now closer and more 
oe than they have been for some 

e. 

“Germany and the United States are 
the two great commercial nations 
whose interests are identical with 
ours. In what I have said, I have not 
meant a permanent, formal treaty of 
alliance, nor need I say this now, but 
that a speech of mine some months 
ago gave rise to misinterpretdations. 
Those persons are very premature, 
very much mistaken, who think that 
Great Britain is in need of an alliance 
for her own security, or in order that 
other powers may pull chestnuts out 
of the fire.” 
This was received with loud and 
prolonged cheering which greeted 
every reference to the United States. In 
an eloquent peroration, 
developed this-theme, declaring that if 
England ever needed an alliance, she 
would give as much as she received, 
but that she would never need more 
aid, in his opinion, than would cheer- 
fully be afforded by her own chil- 
dren. Hhe scorned the idea that En- 
gland should fear German competi- 
tion. as he believed, he said, that 
Anglo-Saxon codperation and influence 
would prove irresistible, and that there 
was no reason why, even without an 
allance. Great Britain’s friendly rela- 
tions with Germany ecapuld not be 
strengthened. 

“I rejoice,” he said, in conciusion, 
“at the change that has occurred in 
the relations between Great Britain 
and the United States. To us they 
stand in a relation different from that 
occupied by any other people. I know 
a hundred reasons why we should be 
friends, none why we should be other- 
wise, and I believe that has been the 
true feeling of this country tuward the 
United States for many years. All | 
misunderstandings have been happy 
removed, and the combination 
two Bnglish-speaking 
fear no other alliance.

She 
could not study, and she borrowed the 
tiny pistol with which she attempted 
to end her life from a boy friend in 
San José on plea that she needed 
it for protection. 

Monday she came again to San Fran- 
cisco, telling her room-mate that she 
would soon be back. Again she went 
to the Golden West Hotel, but she was 
almost without money. She walked 
the streets at night, beside herself with 
anxiety and despair, and with no friend 
advice or 
assistance. Strange men spoke to the 
pretty little girl who roamed the 
streets alone after midnight, and she 
fled in terror. 

She had an appointment with Alex- 


ander Monday, but he failed to keep 
it. Tuesday she met him on the street, 


and he said he was obliged to go to 


saw. him and talked to him on Market 
street. She said tonight that she in- 
tended to kill him and then herself, 
but he managed to get away from her.

Further Regulations of Immigration 
Desired—Notable Expansion Ideas. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Most of to- 
day’s session of the Knights of Labor 
Convention was devoted to the reports 
of committees, and that of Seneral 
‘Master Workman Hicks. The report. 
of the Executive Committee said in 
part: 

“It seems next to impossible to se- 
cure the passage by Congress of a 
proper measure to regulate immigra- 
tion to our shores. The influence of 
the foreign steamship companies ap- 
pears to be all powerful to prevent any 
such legislation. The judiciary, with a 
few honorable exceptions, are merely 
the hirelings of labor oppressors, and 
legislation is necessary to reconstruct 
the courts. Injunctions, imprison-

THE FAKE LOAN CASE. 

FRANK MARCHER ESCAPES THE 

LAW ON A BAD INFORMATION. 


The Case Against Jackson Continued 
for Further Consideration—The 
Prosecuting Witness Avers He 
Was Sold out. ; 


The repeatedly-continued case aga'nst 
Frank A. Marcher, erstwhile pro- 
prietor ‘of a jewelry store on Broad- 
way, and J. W. Jackson, at one time 


an employé of Marcher’s, has ended 
inad 


isgraceful fiasco. 

On motion of the District Attorney 
the case against Marcher was dis- 
missed, after the jury had been em- 
panelled to try the case, and the case 
against Jackson was continued, and 
will also very probably be dismissed. 

And this was the case wherein it 
was asserted that the “dead-cinch” 
was to be obtained on men who had 
systematically practiced frauds upon 
the public, which had repeatedly been 
complained of, but which, until this 
case developed, had always been 80 
shrewdly conceived as to make a prose- 
cution a hopeless task. In the present 
case, however, it was alleged that 
Marcher et al., 80 clearly out- 
raged the law that conviction was 
pretty nearly a certainty. 

It was in January last that the de- 
fendant Jackson negotiated with H. A. 
Loomis, a ga rancher, for a 
loan of $1100. He represente.d that 
he had a stock of gold watch cases and 
watches, lockets, finger rings and mis- 
cellaneous effects of solid gold, which 
were valued at $3300. Upon these 
representations Loomis showed a dis- 
position to make the loan, but before 
doing so he desired to have the stock 
of goods to be held by him under a 
chattel mortgage as security for the 
loan submitted for appraisement. 
Thereupon Jackson had Frank Marcher 
examine and value the goods for 
Loomis's especial benefit. Marcher 
stated that the goods were worth the 
price placed upon them, and that for 
melting purposes they would be worth 
the $1100 of the propsed loan. 

Believing that Jackson and Marcher 
had been acting independently and in 
good faith. Loomis handed over $1100, 
and the jewelry was boxed and sealed 
up. When the interest fell in arrears, 
the principal being still unpaid, an in- 
vestigation took place, with the result 
that the jewelry was discovered to be 
of the fake variety. The watch cases 
were filled. and had only a thin wash- 
ing of gold. and the entire stock was 
worth onlv about $150. In view of 
these facts, both Marcher and Jackson 
were arrested on the charge of obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. Both 
defendants were held to answer, and 
in due time informations were filed by 
~ District Attorney in Department 

e. 

From that time on a hoodoo has 
been on the case, though doubtless the 
defendants did not so regard it, for it 
has rather been a mascot for them. 
Dach time the case has been called it 
has been continued for lengthy periods 
on one pretext or another, until yes- 
terday when it came finally to trial. 
It took a little over an hour to em- 
panel a jury, and that done H. A. 
Loomis, the prosecuting witness, went 
upon the witness stand. Mr. McComas 
asked one or two preliminary . ques- 
tions, when Attorney Rose, of defend- 
ing counsel, stated to the court that 
he desired at that time to move to set 
aside the information. He then pro- 
ceeded to point out discrepancies in 
the information, and finally handed it 
up for the court’s inspection. One 
point upon which counse! laid great 
stress was as follows:

Counsel contended that this was am- 
biguous and there was no means of 
telling from the information. whether 
the prosecution averred the security to 
be worth only $150, or conceded it to 
be worth $1100. it the latter, thea 
there was no fraud, and any loss that 
might accrue to the plaintiff would be 
recoverable by the plaintiff by ofvil 
action in getting a deficiency judgment. 

Judge Smith criticized the informa- 
tion as he read it over, and also the 
person who drew it. The fellow went 
to si when drawing it.“ he re- 
m ; “he didn’t know what he was 
doing.“ 

“If the court please,“ interjected Mr. 
McComas, “I think there is an abund- 
ance of allegations, if that one should 
be insufficient and ambiguous.” 

The deputy District Attorney con- 
ceded the allegation referred to was 
bad, and upon his request the case was 
continued until 2 o’clock to allow the 
prosecuting attorney to go carefully 
over the information. 

Upon court reconvening in the aft- 
ernoon, Mr. McComas stated to the 
court that he thought it very question. 
able whether he ought to proceed on 
that information. But,“ said he, “I 
know the evidence in the case and I 
am satisfied that a conviction cannot 
be obtained against the defendant 
Marcher, and I am authorized to ask 
that the case against him be dismissed. 
Regarding the case against Jackson, it 
will be a matter of consideration 
whether a new information should be 
filed or not.” 

An order to that effect was ordered 
entered by Judge Smith, the jury, who 
had earned their fees and mileage so 
easily, were excused, and court ad- 
journed. 


Defending counsel raised the point |’ 


of an*invalid information at such a 
time after the trial had legally begun 
that the plea of twice in jeopardy can 
be raised if by any chance another 
proceeding should be begun against 
Marcher. The reason ascribed for a 
dismissal of the case against him is 
that by a ruling of the Supreme Court 
the value placed upon goods is a mat- 
ter of individual opinion, and that the 
jewelry was open to the inspection of 
Loomis, or anyone else he might ap- 
point. If that is so the sooner the 
Supreme Court reverses itself, as it 
has done on numerous occasions, the 
better it will be. The ordinary legal 
definition of value, viz: What an ar- 
ticle will bring at forced sale, may 
then generally obtain. 

If there was a man really angry at 
the turn of events, however, that man 
was Henry A. Loomis. Out of pocket 
$1100, and saddled with a lot of fake 
jewelry, he felt very sore, and in his 
anger charged that he had been sold 
out. 

The case has petered out like many 
other cases handled by the District 
Attorney's office, which seems incap- 
able of drawing an indictment ot in- 
formation that will stand a moment in 
court.

_NOT CRIMINAL ASSAULT, 


The Wrong Charge Was Preferred

Elsie Pratt was the mainstay of the 


prosecution, but the statement she 
made in nowise bore out the charge 
preferred against the defendant. If 
anything at all, the acts alleged might 
constitute a simple assault, out as the 
testimony of the child herself went to 
show that neither force nor pain had 
accompanied the old man’s fooling, it 
is doubtful, even, if the minor charge 
could have been sustained. 

It appeared that Mrs. Pratt had 
given Elsie and her two little brothers 
permission to accompany Bailey, and 
the latter, who was an old-time friend 
of Mr. Pratt’s, took the children, of 
whom he had been fond, and bought. 
them some shoes and other things. 
Then they went to Westlake Park, and 
the boys were dispatched to the candy 
stand to get some candy. It was then 
that the acts complained of were com- 
mitted, and the park officer, Wilson, 
testified to being close upon Bailey and 
the little giri, and saw the whole pro- 
ceeding. e objected somewhat to the 
cross-examination of Attorney Ling, 
and repudiated the insinuation that he 
was before the Police Commission for 
an excess of enthusiastic zeal in taking 
a pot-shot at a gentleman whom he 
mistook for a very different person- 
age. Upon leaving the stand, he, in a 
sotto-voce voice, said to Mr. Ling, as 
he passed behind him:

FIRE INSURANCE. 

The fire insurance agents of the 
United States are making a loud 
complaint. They say that, before the 
war, the fire insurance business was 
carried on upon the same lines as any 
other commercial enterprise. Con- 
tracts were considered binding upon 
the assured ag well as upon the com- 
panies, and competition was. relied 
upon to protect the public against ex- 
orbitant rates or unfair requirements. 
About that time, insurance depart- 
ments were established in several 
States, which sometimes worked well, 
and then again, frequently they did 
not. In time, the office of superin- 
tendent of these insurance depart- 
ments became a political one. Special 
taxes were imposed, at first in a mild 
form, then came legislative interfer- 
ence with contracts in some States, 
followed by additional taxes and 
licenses, while a number of States 
compelled fire insurance companies by 
law to use contracts drawn up by non- 
experts, which contracts resulted in 
further expense, and frequently in 
serious loss to the companies. 

All these things have combined to 
make the lot of a fire insurance agent 
far from pleasant, and not very profit- 
able. It is evident that there will 
have to be a change before long. For 
one thing, there are, undoubtedly, al- 
together too many flre insurance 
agents. Almost every one who has 
an office, takes up some form of in- 
surance agency, to help pay expenses, 
and many of the real estate agents de- 
pend mainly upon this branch of busi- 
ness for their bread and butter. The 
next move will probably be for a con- 
sclidation of life insurance interests, 
with a restriction of the number of 
agents in each city or town. In fact 
the fire insurance people will have to 
take a lesson from the Chinese laun- 
drymen, who do not allow more than 
one shop in a block.

GOLD A8 A POLITICAL FACTOR. 

The falling-off in the vote of the 
Populists and so-called “Silver Re- 
publican” alltes of the Democracy, at 
the election of last week, was a 
“facer” for the foes of the sturdy old 
Republican party and something not 
easily accounted for. One hypothesis 
advanced was the non-registration of 
many old-line Democrats, who were 
content to stand by their party 80 
long as it was content to stand up and 
be whipped in defense of principle, but 
were loth to see it sacrificed to the 
dictation of Populism through an in- 
sane desire for office. The constitu- 
tional Democrats who, in 1896, re- 
fused to indorse the Chicago conven- 
tion’s nihilistic attack upon the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, and 
therefore came out boldly for McKin- 
ley, had put their hand to the plow 
and had not the slightest desire to 
look back. Hence they voted the Re- 
publican ticket and, if their own words 
are any just criterion, it “did them a 
power o’ good.” 

But another thing that went far to 
knock the blocks from under the ad- 
vocates of free coinage has been the 
enormous increase of silver coinage 
within the past seven months, owing 
to the unexpected coinage of gold. 
To begin with, the Klondike region, 
which was to send us $40,000,000 of 
gold, did no such thing, but did send 
about $7,500,000, as can be established 
by statistics from the books of the San 
Francisco mint and the Seattle assay 
office. Then again, the introduction 
of cyanide processes in mining has 
caused the successful working of thou- 
sands of tons of tailings in Idaho, Ore- 
gon and Washington, as well as in this 
State; and the increase in the united 
gold product of these four Pacific

But the yields of the Pacific States 
and the Klondike were mere brook- 
lets compared with the great deluge 
of gold that has poured in upon us 
from Australia since 1896. The total 
receipts for eleven months of this year 
have been in excess of $32,000,000, the 
largest shipments being that by the 
Mariposa, in October, which was over 
83,680,000. So if the Alameda, which 
is due next month, brings $2,000,000, 
the total receipts of the year will be 
$34,000,000 from Australia alone.

This is in excess of the receipts of 
gold from those sources in 1896. Now 
it is well known that the mints of 
the United States are turning out 
more silver coin than was ever pro- 
duced at any period in the nation’s 
history, and even if the ratio of 16 to 
1 is not reached and the hints can 
only produce. silver coin at the ratio 


year’s coinage of $616,000,000, so that 
it is no wonder that all our mints 
are kept running day and night. 

There is no immediate danger of the 
Australian gold supply falling off, for 
the last year’s showing. of the old 
Garden Gully mine at Sandhurst, orig- 
inally opened in 1875, shows dividends 
to the amopnt of over 34,354. 
The output of the Coolgardie country 
in West Australia, thanks to the in- 
troduction of the many cyanide pro- 
cesses, is now the largest of any of 
the seven Australasian colonies. Lor 
the seven months ending with August 
the output of three colonies out of the 
seven is as follows, in ounces:

United States, but the Output in 

All Countries Was Astonishing. 

Interesting Figures From the 
Klondike. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE Tn. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The year 1898 shows an im- 
mense increase in the gold output of 
the world. This is the gold production 
for 1898 as estimated.

The Klondike, “which 1 included in 
these figures, is for 1898 estimated at 
$12,000,000. The Klondike data is most 
interesting. The exact figures, as they 
have come to the Director of the United 
States Mint, are $10,055,270. Of this 
$5,070,000 was handled by the assay of- 
fice at Seattle, and $4,985,270 was turned 
in for coinage at the San Francisco 
mint. The Klondike production will ex- 
ceed the figures now available by prob- 
ably $2,000,000. Last spring Roberts es- 
timated the output as between 510. 
000,000 and $12,000,000. Facts bear him 
out, and also bear our the estimates of 
miners well informed on the subject. 

The Klondike is merely keeping step 
with the rest of the world. The pro- 
duction of gold is increasing at an 
‘astonishing rate, and there is good rea- 
son for the belief that the ratio of in- 
crease will be maintained annually for 
many years to come. 

‘In 1897,” said the Director of the 
‘Mint, this afternoon, “the world pro- 
duced in gold $237,000,000. For 1898 the 
output will reach $275,000,000. This is 
an increase of about 275 per cent. over 
the production of 1890, when $118,000,- 
000 was wrung from the soil. Of this 
tremendous production, South Africa 
easily leads with approximately $75,- 
000,000; Australia with $65,000,000; United 
States, $60,000,000; Russia, $30,000,000, and 
the remaining $45,000,000 distributed 
among the other nations of the earth. 

“In all probability the output for 1899 
will measure up to $300,000,000, and so 
far as human judgment is capable of 
discernment, this increase annually, at 
a fair ratio, will continue for many 
‘years, at least.”

"The Kusilvak Channel extends very 
‘nearly parallel with the shore until 
about half way to the Krypniak, when 
it turns seawnrd, and when beyond 
the sight of land spreads out into a 
bar with from six to eight feet of in 
low tide. The flats are irregular, with 
vicinity of Kusilvak mouth are about 
‘blind pockets, etc. The shores in the 
twenty-five miles further out into 
Bering Sea than indicated on published 
charts. In round numbers, this differ- 
ence includes an area of about twenty- 
five hundred square miles. The high- 
lands of Cape Dyer were almost al- 
ways obscured by clouds, but it would 
seem that its present longitude will not 
be much changed, whereas there is a 
-possibility of placing its latitude more 
to the southward. 

“There is about two feet of water 
on the Aphoon Channel entrance at 
mean low water, and inside of it quite 
an intricate channel. The proposed 
charter of this — should be sent 
to St. Michael by next season's coast 
survey party, whose very first duties 
should be to reéxamine for changes 
and thoroughly buoy out his channel; 


Plant the buoys on these charts, and 
then turn them over for general dis- 
tribution.” 

A chart is recommended covering the 
stretch. from Cape Dyer to Besboro 
Island, to assist vessels trying early in 
the season, as they usually do, to get 
through to St. Michael by going 
through the Bering Sea ice, supposed 
to be swept off shore somewhat by the 
currents from the river mouths, and 


report says: 

The up- river traffic, the coming sea- 
son, will be, as heretofore, by deep-sea 
craft to St. Michael and transfer to 


Aphoon Channel. This entrance is the 
worst they have *o contend with, and 
has only about two feet on the bar at 
mean low water and is rather intricate. 
Its advantage is that river boats can 
be in sight of land all the way from 
St. Michael to the entrance, the on'y 
really dangerous position being in 
‘sounding St. Michael Island, a dis- 
tance of about twelve miles, in north- 
erly weather, whereas the Kusilvak, 
although having sufficient water, has 
the very serious disadvantage of being 
so far off shore that no natural land 
marks can be used for finding and en- 
tering it. From the north shore of 
Cape Dyer to the Kusivak entrance is 
ebout fifteen miles less than from St. 
Michael to the Aphoon entrance, and 
even if the Kusilvak could be as easily 
found, this small difference in distance 
would not be sufficient to change the 
routes of the older transportation com- 
panies that have costly warehouse fa- 
‘cilities at St. Michael. 

“It is now a foregone conclusion that 
the passenger business of the Upper 
Yukon country is and will remain via 
this pass, while for a long time the 
great bulk of the freight will go via 
the river’s mouth. There are now be- 
tween sixty, and seventy regular river 
steamers in the carrying business, and 
still freight was left behind at St. 
Michael when the season closed in. The 
‘ocean traffic has been proportional, 
there being aS many as thirty. deep- 
water vessels at anchor in Michael and 
Orange at a time, the average during 
the season being twenty. The greatest 
stumbling block in the St. Michael 
freight business is the transfer from 
ocean to river craft in an unprotected 
roadstead, the water depth being such 
that ocean vessels do not anchor within | 
about two miles of the nearest shoal- 
water landings. Ocean vessels can be 
run on a comparatively close schedule 
to time, whereas as the uncerca:nty of 
the time of arrival of the river boats, 
due to getting aground, varying 
strength of currents, etc., varies at 
times as much as two weeks, with con- 
sequent delays to ocean craft, causing 
great loss, sometimes an entire trip 
during the season. If next year’s ex-

A Chinese banquet and Its Attending 
Festivitics Rudel; Interrupted. 
The Various Aspects of 
the Affair. 


— — 


The Chinatown policeman's lot is not 
a happy one. If he allows the Chinese 
gambling dens to run uninterruptedly, 
he is “jacked up“ by his sergeant or 
accused of taking bribes for granting 
immunity to law~-breakers. If, on the 
other hand, he is zealous in his at- 
tempt to prevent the highbinders from 
playing unlawful games, he is accused 
of persecuting the hapless Celestials 
and making way with their money. . 

Officer Joe Ritch, who has been on 
the Chinatown beat for several years, 
Says he would gladly exchange places 
‘with any man on the force, as he is 
tired of having his conduct and motives 
impugned. Officer Ritch is very zealous 
in the discharge of what he considers 
to be his duty. He does not hesitate 
to scale a three-story building to peep 
through windows, skylights or key- 
holes, to spy on Chinese playing their 
national game of fan tan, or of whit- 
tung his way through doors and burst- 
ing bolts and bars to get at his quarry. 

It is on account of such zealousness 
as this that Officer Ritch has gotten 
himself disliked in Chinatown. The 
Chinese gamblers, at least, are down 
on him, and Ritch says they have 
raised as much as $1000 at a time to 
get him flred' from the police force. 
So far they have not succeeded, as 
Ritoh has the backing of his superior 
officers, from Chief Glass down. 

From time to time Chinamen have 
complained that Ritch has exercised 
his authority to trample on their rights 
and that he has ruthlessly invade 
their domiciles, destroyed their prop- 
erty and carried off their cash, which 
they were not a permitted to gaze 
upon. These charges have always 
come to naught and Ritch has been 
Hermitted to continue to hold down his 
beat in Chinatown, much to the disgust 
who think he is 

e in u ne 
With their kind. 

ONCE MORE TO THE BREACH. 

Once more the Chinese and their at- 
torneys are after Ritch’s scalp. In 
Justice Morrison's court yesterday af't- 


ernoon Horace Appel, Esq., rose and 


Said that Officer Ritch, at about 10 
o’clock last Saturday night broke into 
a room where a few of his clients were 
playing a little friendly game of some 
kind, seized one of the number and 
ok from his pocket bag containing 
about $90 in gold and silver coin of 
the realm. Without making any ar- 
rest the officer carried off this money, 
but was followed to the street by the 
Chinamen, who owned it. They de- 
manded that he should count it in 
their presence, and give them, a re- 
ceipt for it, all of which he declined 
to do. Since then the Chinamen and 
one of their attornels, Mr. Phibbs, had 
endeavored to learn the exact’ amount 
of the money taken by Ritch and 
failed: A complaint for gaming was 
filed against two of the Chinese by 
Ritch on Monday afternoon and war- 
Tants were issued for their arrest, but 
Were not served until Tuesday after- 
noon after they had voluntarily sur- 
rendered themselves and given the re- 
auired bond. 

Mr. Appel then read a section from 
the statutes defining the duty of offi- 
cers in regard to the disposition of 
‘valuables or money taken from prison- 
ers. and asked for an order of the 
court instructing Officer Ritch to turn 
over the money he had seized to the 
clerk of the court until it was deter- 
mined by the court to whom it right- 
fully belonged. 

Justice Morrison replied that he 
would sign such an order if the at- 
torneys would draw up the necessary 
Papers. They said they would do so, 
but up to the time of the adjournment 
ok court had not presented the order 
for the court's signature. 

SERIOUS CHARGES. 

Mr. Appel, in his statement, inti- 
mated that Ritch had been carrying 
the money around in his own pocket 
and insolently refused to state how 
much there was of it. He said this was 
not the first time the officer had been 
guilty of such high-handed proceed- 
ings, and the time had come when a 
stop had to be put to suoh business. 

Attorney Phibbs suppiemented this 
declaration with the statement that 
the “outraged’’ Chinamen came to his 
house at 11 o'clock last Saturday night, 
and wanted him to get out of bed to 
help them to get an accounting from 
Officer Ritch as to their money. Phibbs 
Was ill, and refused to get out of bed 
to help them, but he sent them to the 
Police Station to make inquiries there. 
Thev did so, and were told by Desk 
Clerk Walker that he did not know 
anything about the matter or their 
money. Hearing that Ritch swore out 
Warrants for the two Chinese on Mon- 
‘Gay afternoon, Phibbs himself con- 
ducted them into court Tuesday after- 
moon and filed bonds for them. Then 
he took them down-stairs to be booked. 
There he met Officer Ritch and told 
him to return the warrants he was 
carrying and not arrest his clients on 
them again. Ritch said he was glad 
Phibbs had brought the culprits in, 
as it saved him so much trouble. 
_Phibbs then asked: 

“How much money did you take?“ 

“The Chinamen say $110, and you 
know how much truth there is in that,” 
Ritch replied. 

“Won't you tell me” Phibbs asked. 

Pn see you at 5 o’clock,”. Ritch re- 
Pied, and they parted with the under- 
@tanding that Ritch would call ac 
Phibb’s office at that hour to discuss 
he matter. Ritch did call, but Phibbs 


business elsewhere, and did not- 


see him. 


THE OFFICER'S STORY. 
Officer Ritch tells a different story. 
mee Says last Saturday there was a 
Chinese banquet at the rooms of the 
Lo Hen Club, an incorporated 
ling association, on the third floor 
building on Marchessault street.

door he found another bolted door con- 
fronting him. Through the keyhole of 
this tre saw the Chinese sentinel ont- 
side the room where fan-tan was being 
played. The Celestials all unconscious 
of the near presence of an officer were 
holding high revel, and enjoying them- 
selves as only sons of the Flowery 
Kingdom can when they think the stern 
eye of the “Melican man’s” law is not 
upon them. 


A RUDE INTERRUPTION. 

Upon this scene of heathen happi- 
ness, Officer Ritch rudely obtruded 
himself by bursting in the door with 
his Weight and rushing in amongst the 
panic-stricken Mongols, who with loud 
cries and curses were grabbing right 
and left for contraband paraphernalia 
and the money on the gambling table, 
and making their escape as rapidly as 


‘they could by the various exits. 


Officer Ritch says he had his eye on 
the cashier and the dealer of the game, 
and grabbed a sack of money as the 
cashier was about to swipe it from the 
table. Ritch also seized various ap- 
purtenances of the game, to be used 
as evidence, and while he was gath- 
ering these things up, the cashier broke 
away and disappeared down the two 
flights of stairs with his pig-tail 
standing straight out behind him. 

After gathering up the things he 
wanted, Ritch took the dealer in cus- 
tody and started down stairs, intending 
to send the prisoner to the Police Sta- 
tion. He tried to get the dealer to tell 
him where the cashier lived, so he could 
look him up later, but the wily Celestial 
would not give his pal away. Then it 
occurred to the officer that it would 
be a good idea to lét the prisoner he 
had go free for the time being, and 
that would throw the fugitive cashier 
off his guard so that he would soon 
show himself in public, and then the 
officer could arrest both on a warrant. 

A GENERAL DENIAL. 

Officer Ritch states emphatically that 
he was not requested ta count the 
money in the presence of any of the 
Chinamen claiming an interest in it, 
and he was not asked for a receipt. 
Instead of $90 or $110 as variously 
stated by the Chinese, he says there 
Was only a trifle over $50. He kept 
the money till he reported off at 1 
o'clock a.m., when he turned it in at 
the station, along with the other prop- 
erty seized, and the whole was put 
away in the vault of the Police Sta- 
tion, where it remains intact. 

Rich says he reported the matter at 
the earliest opportunity to the sergeant 
of his watch and also to Chief Glass in 
person, and no fault was found with 
his action. He swore out the warrants 
for the arrest of two Chinamen as early 
as practicable, and tried to get service 
Monday night, but the culprits care- 


fully evaded him. 


The officer says he has done nothin 
but his plain duty in the premises an 
is ready to meet any charges the Chi- 
namen or their attorneys may prefer. 

The cashier of the game exhibits a 
badly bruised ankle which he says was 
caused by Officer Ritch’s brogan being 
planted upon it with great force and 
violence as well as malice aforethought. 
Ritch denies that he stamped his im- 
press on the Chinaman’s foot, although 
it is possible that he may have stepped 
on the member during the excitement 
incident to the raiding of the game. 

Since the raid, the Yick Loy Hen 
Company has put extra locks and bolts 
on its doors, besides putting an extra 
coating cf sheet iron on the outer doors 
to prevent prying policemen from whit- 
tling their way into the sanctum sanc- 


torum of the fan-tan players.

WILLI S FAMILY DID NOT SEE 


THE OLD MAN, 


Did Not Receive His Letter and Were 

Unaware That He Called—But a 

Homesick Pasadena Dog Did 

Loudly Bark—Thereby Hangs a 
Tale,

The defense is now having Its innings 
in the preliminary examination of 
Isaac B. Williams for assault to mur- 
der J. W. Casebeer. The prosecution 
rested yesterday morning after Dr. 
Ralph Hagan had testified as to the 
nature of Casebeer’s injuries. The re- 
mainder of the day in Justice Morri- 
son’s court was taken up with the 
testimony. of witnesses for the defense. 
When court adjourned at 5 o'clock till 
9:30 o’clook this morning, the hearing 
was still in progress. It will prob- 
ably take the greater part of today to 
conclude the examination. 

Dr. Hagan testified that he at- 
tended Casebeer during his stay in 
the Receiving Hospital. He found that 
the old man was bruised about the 
head and had two ribs broken. The 
wounds were such as might have re- 
sulted from a severe beating with a 
cane or other blunt instrument. 

Casebeer was recalled for recross-ex- 
amination. Attorney Hunsaker ques- 
tioned him ‘closely concerning certain 
conversations in which he was alleged 
to have threatened to follow Williams 
and spend all his money in prosecuting 
him. unless he complied with the old 
man’s Withes. Casebeer denied these 
allegations to a great extent, but ad- 
mitted that he had vowed to bring 
Williams to justice for certain al- 
leged infractions of the law. 

At the conclusion of Casebeer’s testi- 
emony the prosecution rested, and Mr. 
Hunsaker then moved to dismiss the 


complaint, but the court denied the 
. motion. 5 


THE DEFENSE BEGUN. | 

The first witness called for the de- 
fense was Miss Frances Williams, sis- 
ter of the defendant. She was fol- 
lowed by Mrs. Mary Rogers and Mrs. 
Rosa Rogers, the daughter of Case- 
“beer, who has not been on speaking 
terms with her father for twelve 
years, and whom the old man accused 
of having been the mysterious “other 
person” who assisted Williams in mak- 
ing the alleged assault. The last wit- 
ness of the day was Mrs. Kate 
Sonoma Williams, wife of the de- 
fendant.. . 

Had the testimony of these wit- 
nesses been written out for them and 
rehearsed in concert, it could not have 
agreed more exactly in details than it 
did when they were called one by one 
and each required to testify while the 
others were excluded from the room. 
The story they told severally was to 
the effect that I. B. Williams, his wife 
and three children, his sister Frances 
Williams, and Mrs. Rosa Rogers and 
her two children were all at home at 
the residence of I. B. Williams, No. 
1536 Rockwood. street on the night of

Williams all testified with great par- 
ticularity as to point af time that a 
dog belonging to Mrs. Rosa Rogers, 
which had followed her from her home 
in Pasadena that afternoon, set up a 
loud barking at half past nine. They 
surmised that the barking was due to 
the dog's feeling of strangers or home- 
sickness for his quiet Pasadena home. 

These three witnesses aleoagreed with 
exact minuteness in their decription of 
the positions they occupied.in the din- 
ing-room and in their account of the 
conversation that ensued. Attorney 
Shinn in his cross-examination showed 
that he was skeptical as to their ability 
to remember all the incidents of the 
evening so distinctly and with such 
remarkable unanimity without having 
agreed beforehand as to what they 
should testify. 


WILLIAMS TAKES A WALK, 

Mrs. Rosa Rogers testified that she 
drove down from Pasadena with her 
two.children that afternoon with the 
intention of spending the night with 
her mother-in-law, Mrs. Mary Rogers. 
She went directly to her mother-in- 
law’s house on State street, but in- 
stead of alighting from the 
buggy ‘she drove over to her 
sisters house, on Rockwood street, 
where there was better accommodation 
for her horse. Mr. Williams put the 
animal in the stable, and she and the 
children remained at Williams’s for 
supper. After supper they talked un- 
til after 10 o’clock when she was going 
to leave and go back to her mother-in- 
laws house, but Mrs. Williams said it 
was too bad to wake up the children, 
who had gone to sleep, and suggested 
that she and the children remain all 
night and that “Ben” (Mr. Williams) 
go over to Mrs. Mary Rogers’s to spend 
the night. The excuse for sending Wil- 
liams over was to make sleeping rocm 
for the visitors at Williams’s house 
and to deliver a loaf of bread which 
Mrs. Rosa Rogers had brought for 
Mrs. Mary Rogers, but forgot to leave 
it when she stopped at the latter's 
house during the afternoon. — 

Miss Frances Williams, Mrs. Rosa 
Rogers and Mrs. Williams all testified 
that Williams started for Mrs. Mary 
Rogers’s house at exactly 10:20 o'clock. 
Mrs. Williams went out of the side 
door with him ta see him off, and that 
was the only time any one left the 
house during the entire night. 

Mrs. Mary Rogers testified that Wil- 
liams arrived at her house at exactly 
10:30 o’clock and remained till about 7 
o’clock in the morning 

_ _SHINN’S INSINUATIONS., 

During all AH Mr. Shinn's cross-ex- 
amination, not one of the witnesses de- 
viated a hair’s breadth from the story 
which the attorney seemed to take for 
granted had been invented to suit the 
purposes of the defense. If their ‘testi- 
mony is

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Nov. 14.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] At Nogales, No- 
vember 6, during a quarrel between 
James Temple an American, and 
Juan Arvallo and two or three other 
Mexicans, Arvallo was killed. He was 
shot in the abdomen, and died during 
the. course of the same day. The 
tragedy occurred on American soil. If 
Temple had remained on this side of 
the international line, he would have 
been exonerated by a coroner’s jury 


of the affair indicated that Temple acted 


fatal mistake, however, of crossing the 
international line, and ‘was seized by 
the police for carrying concealed weap- 
0 The next day, while still in jail, 
the news of the tragedy reached the 
ears of the Mexican authorities, and 
as Arvallo, the man killed, was a citi- 
zen of Mexico, Temple was held under 
article 133 of the Penal Code of the 
State of Sonora, Mex. The article in 
question provides that crimes com- 
mitted in foreign territory by a Mexi- 
can to a Mexican, by a foreigner to a 
foreigner, or by a foreigner to Mexi- 
cans, can be punished in Sonora, ac- 
cording to its laws. The first section 
of the article provides that punishment 
may be infil if the accused is in 
the State, whether he has come volun- 
tarily or whether his extradition has

Before the 
time expired Consul Darnall was per- 
mitted to call upon Temple in his cell 
and hold a conversation with him. It 
was at this .interview.that it Was 
learned that Temple was to be re- 
moved to Magdalena. Consul Darnall. 
officially protested against this and na- 
tified the State Department at Wash- 
ington, D. C., of the same. Gov. Corral], 
m response to the Consul's protest, has 
stated that he referred the matter to 
the government's Department on For- 
eign Relations and that the case is now 
out of his hands. .

If there is much stiffness, rub frequently with 
cod liver oil or lard, to which a drop or two of carbolic acid is added, 
Take frequent hot salt water baths, being careful to avoid taking cold 
afterward. Bathe the affected joints occasionally in vinegar as hot as 
can be borne. The diet should consist mainly of fish, vegetables, eggs, 
etc, Meat should be used very sparingly, not more than once a day, and 


then it should be roasted meat, not too cooked. Drink celery soup often 


and eat the celery after the soup is made. Spirituous and malt liquors 
should be entirely dispensed with or used only moderately- Milk is 
preferable to tea or coffee.

THE MISSIONARY FIELD. 


THEME OF DISCUSSION AT THE 
BAPTIST CONVENTION. 


— —-— 


Reports of the Work Done by the 
Foreign and Home Missionary 
Societies Presented—Rev. Rider 
Talks of the New Crusade. 


The Baptists of Southern California, 
assembled here in convention, resumed 
their work yesterday morning at the 
First Baptist Church on Flower street. 
The day was devoted to the consider- 
ation of foreign and home missionary 
work. Reports from both these or- 
ganizations, covering the work that has 


been done during the last year, were 


read. As dn the previous day’s session 
there was a full attendance of dele- 


begun in foreign lands. The dimin- 
ished contributions will necessitate the 
abandonment: of some of the missions 
that have already been established. 

Up to the préent time missions have 
been established by the Baptists in the 
interior, of China, Japan, Korea, Thibet, 
Persia, Mexico, South America and in 
the Spanish colonial possessions. A 
mighty wave of missionary fever has 
swept through the Christian world and 
an army of Volunteers has sprung up 
ready to go into the regions beyond, 
but the money to send them has been 
wanting. 

The closing address of the afternoon 
session was made by Rev. A. N. Rider, 
who spoke of “A New Crusade, Its Ori- 
gin and Present Progress.” The 
speaker said the difference between the 
old crusades and thé new were that 
then they were made far the purpose of 
driving the heathen out of the holy 
places, waile now they are made to 
| bring them into the holy places. We 
no longer try to drive the heathen 
away from the holy cup in the sepul- 
chre at Jerusalem, be said, but take 


ever before. Quit a number have 
been converted, and“some have been 
baptized. Brother Russ at Santa Mon- 
ica, has put up a small building at 
his own expense for a school room 
and chapel, and has gathered a class 
of fifteen or more. There, too, several 
conversions have occurred. Ko Chow, 
who proves to be a very efficient mis- 
sionary among his own people, and 
who is now being supported in the 
work in this city by the First Bap- 
tist Church, has recently spent some 
time in Redlands, getting the work 
started there again. 

“Here is an opportunity for doing 
foreign mission work right at home, 
and foreign missionary work that will 
be most effective and far-reaching in 
its results. If these Chinese are 
Christianized and educated many of 
them will return to their native land 
as missionaries to their own yor 
May it not be in this way that God 
intends that China's millions shall re- 
ceive the gospel?

Douglass presented the report of the 
board of directors of the Southern 
California Baptist convention for the 
year ending November 1.

“AS we review the last few years 
we note that great changes have taken 
place.

There is a decided tendency in these 
times to unduly emphasize the work of 
the pastor and forget the equally neces- 
sary work of the missionary. 
“With the help that we receive from 
the Home Mission Society it ought 
not to be difficult to raise the money 
necessary to do the work suggested. 
During the past six years since the 
separation of our convention from that 
of Northern California, not including 
the one just ending, $16,169.42 was con- 
tributed by the churches for foreign 
missions, and during the same period 
$12,745.25 was contributed for home mis- 
sions and convention work. This does 
not inclu the amounts given by the 
societies of the women, which. for 
the same period, footed up $3528.69 
for foreign missions and $3366.23 for 
home missions and convention work.“

NOVEMBER DISBURSEMENTS. 
The Daily Stockholder computes” the 
interest due on November 1 on oor- 
poration and municipal bonds at $20,- 
451.994. as compared with $18,747,168 a 
year ago, and $17,144,191 three years 
ago. Dividends payable during the 
month aggregate $9,783,720, against $8,- 
144.060 last year and $7,197,730 three 
years ago, making total disbursements 
of $30,285,714, as compared with 8286. 
891.228 last year. The government paid 
in October the greater part of the in- 
terest on its 4 and 5 per cent. bonds 
due November 1, amounting to $4,072,- 
637. This, with the payments already 
noted, brings the total interest 
dividend disbursements for November 
up to about $35,000,000. 


GOVERNMENT REVENUES. Cor- 
rected statistics for the past fiscal year 
show that the government receipts ond 
expenses were as follows: 

The net ordinary revenues amounted 
to $405,321,335, an increase of $57,597,630 
over those of the preceding year, while 
the net ordinary expenditures amount- 
ed to $443,.368,582, an increase of $77,- 
594.423. The deficit for the year 
amounted to $38,047,247, which was over 
$18,000,000 in excess of that for the 
year preceding. It will be recollected 
that the receipts were swelled by a con- 
siderable sum paid into the treasury on 
account of the sale of the Union Facific 
and Kansas Pacific railroads, while, on 
the other hand, the expenditures were 
increased by the payment of 829,850. 
952 on account of the bonds issued for 
the construction of the Pacific rail- 
roads. The revenues were greatly re- 
duced by the enormous volume of 
goods rushed into the country in the 
four months preceding the opening of 
that fiscal year. These imports are 
curtailing the receipts to this day. 


THE WoOoL CROP. For some 
years the Department of Agriculture 
has failed to publish any estimate of 
the sheep industry and wool clip of 
the United States. Business men are 
forced to place entire rellance on the 
annual report of the National Associa- 
tion of Wool Manufactures. During the 
current month such a report will be 
forthcoming. From a summary given 
in advance it appears that the amount 
of the wool crop in the United States 
for 1898 was 266,720,684 pounds, against 
259,153,251 pounds in 1897. Oregon 
largest yield, 21,291,872 
pounds of washed and unwashed wool, 
and next to Washington, shows the 
largest percentage of shrinkage in 
scouring, or 71 per cent. Montana fol- 
lows with 20,935,105 pounds, and 62 per 
California, 16,932,993 
pounds, and 66 per cent. shrinkage; 


Texas, 16,380,442 pounds and 70 per 


cent.: Wyoming, 13,626,704 pounds; New 
Mexico, 12,338,420 pounds; Ohio, 12,114,- 
953. pounds; Colorado, 9,958,869 pounds, 
and Michigan, 8,856,122 pounds. 

The amount of pulled wool is esti- 
mated at 22,116,371 pounds, making a 


total of 266,720,684 pounds washed and 


unwashed, or 111,661,581 pounds of 
scoured wool. The aggregate clip of 
the six New England States is about 
1,745,025 pounds of scoured wool, of 
which Massachusetts furnishes 128,860 
pounds. 

The general conditions surround 
the clip of 1898 show surprisingly Tit- 
tle variation from those which pre- 
vailed the previous year. The visible 
supply of wool now is put at 537,309,125 
pounds. In the data there is necessar- 
fiy omitted one important element, the 
supplies on hand in manufacturers’ 
avarehouses, purchased in anticipation 
of the rise in prices. This concealed 
supply was larger last year than ever 
before in the history of the industry, 
reduced consumption of 1897 having 
been accompanied by enormous im- 


ports prior to the reimposition of the 


wool duty. These concealed supplies of 
last year are not yet exhausted. 

The condition of the goods market 
for the last six months has not been 
such as to expedite their consumption 
or to materially . reduce the visible 
Supply. Evidence of this is contained 
in the fact that withdrawals from 
bonded warehouses of class I and class 
II wools from January 1 to August 1 
last. have only been 6,228,833 pounds, 
out of a total importation of 26,707,777 
pounds. The wools of these classes in 
bond, August 1, awaiting demand for 
withdrawal, were 25,225,639 pounds, as

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCTATED NIGHT REPORT, 
NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Apparently the 
‘Watchers who have been waiting for re- 
action in the market to buy stocks made 
up their minds that this morning’s decline 
was the most that could be looked for un- 
der the circumstances, and they accordingly 
came into the market in great force, and 
before the end of the day had wiped out 
the earlier losses almost entirely and es- 
tablished a higher range of values than 
yesterday throughout. Although net gains 
are in nearly all cases confined to frac- 
tions, the extreme rise from the low point 
in the majority of active stocks amounted 
to 1 per cent. or over, and the closing was 
active and quite strong at the top. Morn- 
ing losses were not made without resistance, 
notably by Atchison, preferred, the Union 
Pacifics and some of the specialties. Chi- 
cago and Northwestern and Omaha also 
showed strength ore the break, but 
the very heavy offerings of the Northern 
Pacific stocks proved too heavy a burden 
for the market to carry, especially as Lon- 
don was disposed to realize in the interna- 
tional securities. Northern Pacific fell over 
a point below last night, and the whole 
list went below last night’s prices. There 
were stop-loss orders uncovered on the way 
down, but orders in commission houses to 
buy were encountered in an _ increasing 
amount, and the sharp advance in the 
Northwestern stocks and Omaha, ranging 
from 1% to 3%, turned the whole market 
upward. The advance for the rest of the 
day was not entirely uninterrupted, but 
the marked strength of international pa- 
per, Sugar, Pacific Mail and a few other 
stocks, and the enormous demand for 
Atchison, preferred, kept the bull spirit 
in the ‘descendant and discouraged opera- 
tions on the short side. The selling for 
London also changed to a buying demand 
at the lower level. These were for the most 
part simply arbitrative operations basd 
on the disparity between London and New 
York prices. The session of the Paris 
peace conference and the fixing of a date 
for a future meeting offered some relief 
from the apprehensions of a rupture which 
have prevailed in London.

CHILD’S BONFIRE CAUSES THE DE- 
STRUCTION OF TWO BUILDINGS. 


Large Stable Burns—Contents Except 


‘the Hay Saved—Better Roads So- 
@Glety Directors Meet—Digging 
or Leaks in the Reservoirs. 
ey Held for Burglary. 
1. 


PASADENA, Nov. 16.— [Regular Correspond- 
ence.] A child's bonfire caused the burning 
of two buildings and the destruction of a 
large amount of property late this afternoon. 
A little. son of Harvey Sturdevant, at the 
corner of Fair Oaks avenue and Esther street, 
was playing with fire in the back yard, where 
a lot of trash had been collected. The blaze 


rapidly spread, and soon attacked a shed be- 


longing io the premises. If there had been 
means of fighting it near at hand, the fire 
could have been checked at this point. An 
alarm was rung, and when the department 
arrived the flames had spread to a large stable 
fronting on Esther street, owned by John B. 
Snoddy and coecupied by R. B. Newby & Co. 
for their market teams. There was a space 
of not over ten feet between this stable and 
the shed where the mischief got its start. 

The stable made a long, hot fire, threaten- 
ing much property in the vicinity. In size it 
was 100 feet by thirty-five, two stories high, 
and containing twenty-two stalls. Formerly 
it was used as a livery stable. In it this af- 
ternoon were five horses and six rigs belong- 
ing to Newby & Co., together with five tons 
of hay and a lot of furniture in apartments 
upstairs owned by the same parties. The 
horses and all the property in the stable, ex- 
cept the hay, were removed in safety, J. W. 
Newby arriving on the scene in the nick of 
time. The stable is a total loss, its ruins 
still smoking. It was valued at 32000. 

r. Sturdevant’s shed made but a mouthful! 
for the flames. His house was saved by the 
firemen, the back of it getting quite a scorch- 
ing. A fence on the property owned by Miss 
Taft of Michigan wasScuined. The total loss 
is about „partly covered by insurance. 
The worst result of the fire was its effect on 
Mr. Sturdevant. He was lying in his house, 
sick with typhoid fever, and when the house 


was threatened, he was moved across the 


street to the home of W. M. Parker, where 
he was accorded shelter. The excitement sont 
his temperature up 10 deg. at once, and to- 
night his condition is serious. 

The firemen did good work in protecting ad- 
jacent property, and the water supply was 
satisfactory. |

DIGGING FOR LEAKS. . 

The @irectors of the North Pasadena Water 
Company held a meeting today to decide what 
steps to take with regard to a reported leak 
in their reservoir on North Raymond avenue. 
This alleged leak was discovered in the same 


Way in which the reported crack in the reser- 


voir of the East Side Company came to public 
attention, through the agency of Gant. 7. 8. 
Godfrey, the famous water-finder. He has lo- 
cated a large number of wells and water sup- 
plies by means of peculiar sensations that 
come to him when he passes over ground in 
which there is water. The directors of the 
North Pasadena Company today decided to 

ut Capt. Godfrey’s powers to the test, and 

e result will be awaited with much interest. 
A fortnight ago M. D. Painter, managing 
‘owner of Hotel La Pintoresca, mentioned to 
Capt. Goofrey that he thought there was a 
leak in the hotel reservoir, further up North 
Reymond Hill. The Captain walked over the 
ground and told Mr. Painter just where, in 
his opinion, the leak was running; not only 
that, but he said there was a leak twenty 
times as big from the large reservoir of the 


Vater company. He pointed out in just what 


direction the water was running from this 
large reservoir, making a course across North 
Raymond avenue in a southeasterly trend 
under a vacant let, thence to Marengo avenue. 
He assured Mr. Painter that he might exca- 
vate in designated places and find the water 
flowing not very far from the surface. “You 


bot $10,000 and pump the water back into your 
 reservoir,”’ 


said the Captain, but, though 
you could make a show of getting water in 
this way, it would be an expensive manner of 
stopping the leak.’’ 

Last week Mr. Painter dug near his private 
reservoir,’ said the captain, but, though 
a weir inch, just where the captain had lo- 


tated it. This convinced him that it would be 


wise to follow the water-finder’s clue in ex- 
ploring for the larger leak, and he presented 
the suggestion to the directors of the com- 
pany, of which he is a director, today. There 
were scoffers who pooh-poohed at the idea 
that Capt. Godfrev possesses any unusual 
powers. Messrs. Weymouth & Pinney, his 
backers. were on hand and offered to demon- 
strate the ‘correctness of his conclusions by 
sinking a shaft on the stream caused by the 
leak and to forfeit $500 if they failed to find 


- the same, provided the company would pay 


for the shaft and forfeit a like sum if the 
leak were proven After an animated discus- 
sion the directors voted to sink the schaft at 
the company's expense, in accordance with 
the desire of Mr. Painter. Work will be 
commenced at once. 


HELD FOR BURGLARY

DBATH OF COL. SCOTT. 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 16.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] 
Col. Chalmers Scott, for many years one of 
the best-known and most highly respected 
citizens of San Diego, died at noon today at 
his home at First and Ivy streets, at the age 
of 53 years. Col. Scott’s life was of a most 
eventful character. He was born in New Or- 
leans, May 9. 1845, and came with his parents 
to San Francisco, where his father, Rev. Wil- 
liam A. Seott, was pastor of the St. John’s 
Episcopal Church for seven years. Young 
Scatt attended the law department of the Uni- 
versity of New York, graduating at the head 
of his class. 

After a year spent in a New York law office 
he returned to San Francisco and entered the 
law office cf Haight & Pierson. He was for- 
tunate in securing a position as spec'al cor- 
respondent to the New York Herald from 
China, and as such made a three-months’ trip 
to China, rushing in a 2000-word scoop over 
the wires on his return. In the spring of 1870 
he came to San Diego, practiced law for a 
time, was appointed County Clerk in 1871, 
end the next spring went out as engineer on 
the Texas Pacific Railroad survey. He re- 
turned to the law in 1873, and was married 
the next year to Mes Maria A. Couts, daugh- 
ter of Cave J. Couts. He then went to Gua- 
jome Ranch to live. and the next year was 
appointed Deputy State Treasurer. 

He was compelled to return to Guajome on 
account of his health, where he lived till he 
went into the employ cf the California South- 
ern Railway in 1880. After this he was en- 
gaged mest of the time in the civil engineer- 
‘ing business, trave'ing all over the western 
rart of the United States and going to Guate- 
mala in 1883, where he was chief engineer in 
a great railroad project, which was carried 
out eurcessfully. He was engaged in the real 
estate bus'ness here, and later was avpointed 
chief e er for the survey of the Rosebud 
Indian ney of South Dakota. 


CORONADO BEACH. 


Fishermen Make a Good Haul of 
Many Varieties—Personals. 
HOTBL DEL CORONADO,. Nov. 16.— 
[Regular Correspondence.] Some of the 
eastern tourists and pleasure-seekers who 
went out on the ocean yesterday returned 
with boatloads of fish and a healthy re- 
gard for the fighting qualities of Pacific 
fish. They wrestled with barracuda and 
Spanish mackerel to.their hearts’ content. 
The variety of fish caught in marketabie 
quantities was greater than usual. Usually 
there are only two or three kinds running 
in abundance, but yesterday there were 
barracuda, Spanish mackerel, halibut, rock 
cod and sea trout in large numbers, besides 
other kinds. The total catch, so far as 
could be learned by inquiry of the @iffer- 
ent fish companies, was: Barracuda, 430; 
Spanish mackerel, 35; halibut, 95; rock cod, 
55: sheep’s head, 2; codfish, 10; sea bass 
(jewfish,) 1; sea trout, 70, a total of 693 flsh. 
The total in pounds would be something 

like two and a quarter tons. 

This is not counting the fine small-fry 
fishing off the Coronado pleasure pier, where 
forty anglers yesterday got 360 fish, vary- 
ing from a quarter to five pounds each in 
weight. The kind most caught there now 
are scarbina, perch and flounders.

It is probable that the tug will tow the 
barge directly to this port, although it 
may be that she will proceedt o San Cle- 
mente Island without putting in here.

REGIMENT EXHIBITION.

Thanksgiving Day Has Been Selected 
na the Time—Thousands 
Tickets Have Been Ordered, 
Special Trains to Be Run—The 
Soldiers’ Monument Believed to 
Be Assured, 


The exhibition drill of the Seventh 
regiment for the benefit of the sol- 
diers’ monument fund will take place 


at Agricultural Park at 2 p.m. Thanks- | 


giving Day, next Thursday, and if con- 
certed effort on part of some of the 
leading business and professional men 
of the city will make the occasion a 
success, it will be one of the greatest 
events of the kind in the history of this 
part of the State. Not since the Span- 
ish war began have the people of this 
part of the State been given an oppor- 
tunity to witness military evolutions, 
and except to see the Seventh march 
through the streets to the train and 
later to greet them on their return, the 
people have not seen the three battal- 
ions together and not since the last en- 
campment of the regiment at Santa. 
Monica last year has there been any 
opportunity given the friends of the 
command to witness their drills. 
Aside from the interest which such 
evolutions always excite, the purpose 
for which this exhibition drill is to be 
given, is one which will appeal to all 
patriotic citizens, for, as a result of 
the drill, it is expected that sufficient 
funds Will be secured to make certain 
the erection in one of the parks of the 
city a. handsome monument to com- 
memorate the services of the Seventh 
and particularly to give lasting re- 
membrance to the twenty members of 
the regiment who gave their lives to 
the service, while encamped in San 
Francisco. The proposition to erect 
such a monument came from the en- 
listed men of the regiment. It was not 
a plan which originated with the offi- 
cers, although once suggested, it re- 


ceived the hearty support of the men 


who wear shoulder straps. It was not 
difficult for the men in the ranks to 
enlist the assistance of the commer- 
cial organizations of the city, and as 
the plan is one of such magnitude as 
to require the careful work of experi- 
enced business men, the matter of com- 
pleting the arrangements for the drill 
has been left in the hands of the com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce, 
which has been acting jointly with a 
committee.from the regiment.
